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ment, he got into the earl of Mar's fa. 


mily, where he continued ſome years, 
and was treated in that noble family with 


great reſpect, civility, and eſteem, of 


which our author ever afterward, dur- 
ing his whole life, retained the higheſt

Mx. GurTuxy being, by his piety, 
learning, and prudence, thought duly 


qualified for the function of the miniſtry,

Trovcn our author, Mr. Gy ike, 
had met with hard enough treatment 
from the high Presbyterians, in 1648; 
yet this did not ſour his ſpirits againſt 
the whole party; for, having obſerved © 
the ill effects of the former violence 
on both ſides, he was become very mo- 
derate, and againſt all perſecution in mat- 
ters of conſcience, as contrary to the meek 
ſpirit of the goſpel, and tending rather to 
widen the diviſions, than to heal them. 
Mx. GuTHRy's temper and principles 
being well known to the earl of Lauder- 
dale, who then had 'the fole manage- 
ment of Scotland, from the time they had 
been both covenanters}, his lordſhip re- 
commended him to the biſhopric of Dun- 
keld, in 1664, then void by the demiſe of 
biſhop Haliburton. He was, upon the

For they laboured not (as formerly they 
had done in leſſer matters) to have their book 
brought in by an eccleſiaſtical ſanction, but 
having gotten it authorized by an act of coun- 
cil, proceeded without more ado to urge the 
practice thereof.

The council ſate e at © Dalkeich 
(the lord treaſurer's reſidence) where the 
noblemen and commiſſioners that attended 
them, did, on the nineteenth of December, pre- 
ſent unto the council a declinature againſt the 
biſhops, that they, being now made party, 
eight not fit and vote in that judicature :

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T TPON the eighth of January the council 
and ſeſſion (in obedience to the procla- 
mation of the ſeventeenth of October) met 
in Stirling, and continued there until the end 
er February, 7 . 
Upon the fourteenth of February, the trea- 
ſurer returned from court to Dalkeith; where- 
upon the noblemen and commiſſioners reſid- 
ing at Edinburgh, ſent privately to him his 
neighbour the lord Cranſtoun, to bring them 
intelligence how matters ruled above.

Upon the ſixteenth of February the tre- 
farer came to Edinburgh, where he ſtayed 
till the nineteenth (and ſpoke with them at 
length) and then at two o'clock in the morn- 
ing he poſted away to Stirling. 
What notice the noblemen had from him 
ſelf of his diet, was concealed, and they pro- 
feſſed to have learned it only by ſome foot- 
men of their own, who lodged in the ſtabler's 
honſe, where the treaſurer's horſes ſtood. 


Always no ſooner was the treaſurer gone, 


but (as if they had been ſurprized therewith) 


they gave an alarm through the town, and 


convened all by three o'clock, and imme- 
diately diſpatched after him the earl of Home 
and lord Lindfay, that if any proclamation 
were publiſhed at Stirling, before they could 
come that length, thoſe two might (in their 
names) proteſt againſt the ſame; and -Home 
and Lindſay poſted ſo faſt, that they paſſed 
by the treaſurer in Torwood, and were at 
Stirling an hour before him. 
Upon the treaſurer's arrival, the chancel- 
lor preſently called a council, and at ten 
o'clock cauſed to be publiſhed at the mercat- 
croſs his majeſty's proclamation, 2 
the ſervice- book, &c. and diſcharging al 
meetings to the contrary, under pain of trea - 
fon: Home and Lindſay proteſted againſt 
the proclamation, taking inſtruments in the 
hands of Mr. David Forreſter, notary; the 
reſt of the noblemen then at Edinburgh fol- 
lowed towards Stirling as faſt as they could, 
having firſt ſent poſts through the Lothians,

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and to Fife and Perthſhire, warning all that 
loved the cauſe to come to Stirling with 5 
poſſible haſte. 
The noblemen from . h arrived at 
Stirling at four o clock in the alt ternoon, and 
ere midnight the town was full of armed men, 
that came upon their- call from all quarters. 
The next morning it went current, that 
archbiſhop Spotſwood the chancellor would 
get the ſame meaſure, which his predeceſſor 
archbiſhop Hamilton had many years before

But the noblemen, and the wiſeſt of the 
miniſters, abhorred the motion, and ſo no- 
thing of that kind was attempted; only hav- 
ing ſpoken with the treaſurer, and others of 
the council, and commiſſionated Arthur Er- 
ſkine of Scotſcraig, and Sir William Murray 

of Pomais, to renew their declinature at the 
firſt diet of council, the noblemen, and all 

the reſt (reckoned above 2000) rode ſtraight 

from Stirling to Edinburgh,” there to .

The lord Lorn returned upon the twentieth 
of May, but the treafurer and privy-ſeal re- 
mained at court until the commiſſioner was 
ready to take journey; and the' reaſon of 
Lorn's haſte was talked to be a counſel, that 
his father (the earl of Argyle, who reſided 
at court) gave the king, which was, to keep 
his fon with him, and not let him return to 
Scotland, or elſe he would wynd him a pirn 

The king thanked 
Argyle for his counſel, but ſaid, He beho- 
ved to be a king of his word;?? and there- 
fore, having called him up by his warrant, 
would not detain him.

Howbeit, thoſe doors ned obſti-

But, at home, there fell out upon Ju 
nuary the fifth, a tumult in Edinburgh, 
whereby the grand committee received ſome 
affront; it was occaſioned by a motion of 
my lord Balmerino, whoſe genius led him 
to be very happy in plotting, for an exciſe 
to be impoſed upon ſeveral goods, to 4 . 


ſtock of ctedit, for the better maintenance of 
the army; ſo ſoon as the noiſe of it ſpread 
abroad, the whole citizens, except ſome 
few that were molt bigotted, roſe in a muti- 
nous way, compaſſed the houſe where the 
committee fate, exclaimed againſt that a& of 
tyranny, and threaten'd, that unleſs it were 
repealed, they would tear Balmerino in pieces. 
To compoſe the tumult, the committee diſ- 
charged it for that time, until the whole con- 
vention of eſtates ſhould meet to conſider of 
it, which was appointed to be upon January 
twenty-fifth ; and this being intimated to the 
people they disbanded. 

Mr. Dickſon, Douglas, Blair, and other 
commiſſioners of the general aſſembly, who 
had a prime influence upon public affairs, 
were highly diſpleaſed at the e the com- 
mittee had received, as alſo that the motion, 
to the contriving whereof, they had been con- 
curring with Balmerino, had proſpered no 
better; and for remedy, concluded that the 
commiſſion of the aſſembly ſhould ſit down 

January ſeventeenth, to prepare the people 
againſt the diet of the convention, to give 
way to the exciſe. Wherein the church-men 

were ſo ſucceſsful, that notwithſtanding the 
fury which had been expreſſed upon the firſt 
hearing of ir, yet when the convention of 
eltates' aſſembled at the day appointed, not 
ſo much as one man in all the city was heard 
to ſpeak againſt it; and ſo by the authority 
of the convention, the exciſe was concluded, 
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and Stirling ſhires) were not ſo generally af 
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bliſhed at the mercat-croſs. Wherefore the 
cauſe triumphed, and met with no oppoſition 
any where throughout the land, for having 
two armies {whereof the one in Ireland and 
the other in England) they became ſo formi.

liery had an apprehenſion, that his company 
Fas unfortunate in war, and that they would | 
roſper the better to be rid of him.

ſuch malicious reflections upon his ſacred 
majeſty, that I forbear to expreſs them, al- 
tho' I was an ear-witneſs of them, as made 
his converſion to be unfeigned, and ſo was 
received to the covenant, and ated after- 
wards ſo vigorouſly in the cauſe, that ere 
long he was preferred to be a ruling elder. 

'The next thing theſe judicatures wens 
about, was how Huntley's inſurrection ſhould 
be cruſhed ; for which end a commiſſion was 
given to the marquis of Argyle, and he pre- 
ſently to raiſe three regiments; one in Fife, 
to be commanded by the lord Elcho, ano- 
ther in Angus, to be commanded by the earl 
of Kinghorn, and the third in Perth-ſhire, to 
be commanded by the laird of Freeland. 

And ( that the ſpiritual ſword might be 

concurring ) the ſummary excommunication 
of the ringleaders in that riſing was decreed,

dured ee But he coming before 
it, went more craftily to work, by offering 
fair quarters to the ſoldiers, and all others 
within the houſe, except to the laird himſelf 
and captain Logie: Upon which they em. 
braced the conditions, and having firſt bound 
with fetters the laird and the captain, 
they did caſt open the gates to Argyle, who 
being entered, preſently ſent thoſe two gen- 
tlemen priſoners to the tolbooth of Edin. 
burgh, and ſhortly after, himſelf returned 
thither in triumph. 
The jollity which this ſucceſs in the north 
occalioned to the lords of the committee and 
commiſſioners of the church was not ended, 
before they were ſtartled again with an a. 
larm. from the ſouth, that the marquis of 
Montroſe (for that title the king had lately 
conferred upon him) being accompanied with 
a a conſiderable number of ſoldiers (which by 
the earl of Newcaſtle's favour he had levied

This invaſion was looked upon as a more 
formidable attempt than the other, in regard 
of the extraordinary abilities whenewich Mon- 
troſe was endued, even his enemies being. 
judges, and therefore the committee of eſtates, 
concluded, that for oppoſing of him, an army 
ſhould preſently be 3 by calling forth 
the eighth man throughout the whole land: 
And having pitched upon the carl of Callen- 
der to be general thereof, he did (without 
ceremony) embrace the preferment, not- 
withſtanding that before e with-⸗ 
drawing, he had confederated with him in 
the deſign which he was now carrying on. 
The earl of Callender having engaged, 
went about his levies; but before he had 
made much progreſs, the marquis of Mon- 
troſe was repulſed and forced to retreat to 
Carliſle; in regard that upon the appearance 
of a Scottiſh. party led on by the ſheriff of 
Teviotdale, thoſe Engliſh that he brought 
with him, did all flee on the ſudden. _ The. 
| cauſe whereof he judged to be this, that moſt. 
of them being leyied in Sir Richard Graham's 
bounds, had been corrupted by their maſter, 
who (owing his riſe, from a very low degree: 
to a puiſſant eſtate, to the king's bounty) 
paid him home, as many others had done 
that were advanced by him. 
For Montroſe's attempt, the commiſſion; 
of the general aſſembly decreed the ſummary 
excommunication of him, with the earls of 
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Crawfurd and Nithſdale, and lords Ogilby, 
Aboyne, and Harreis that attended him. The 
ſentence whereof was pronounced in the 
great church of Edinburgh upon April twen- 
85 1 and very peremptory orders ſent to 
all the miniſters throughout the kingdom to 
make intimation of it. 1180 W 
Notwithſtanding Montroſe's repulſe, the 
earl of Callender proceeded in his levy, and 
having upon the twenty- fifth of April, mu- 
ſtered at Douglas 5000 men, from thence 
he marched forward with them to Dumfries, 
where they halted until Sinclair's regiment 
(which then quartered in Stirling) ſhould 
come to them. That regiment was eſteem- 
ed fomewhat malignant, yet having received 
ſtrict orders from the committee of eſtates 
for that effect, it removed from Stirling May 
ſixth, and came up to the earl of Callender 
then at Dumfries; and in place whereof, 
was ſent to command in Stirling from their 
weſt · quarters a regiment belonging to the earl 
of Callender. For that town was the more 
adverted to, both in regard that it is the 
12 moſt conſiderable paſs in the kingdom, and 
9 alſo becauſe of the diſaffection both of mini- 
ſiters and people thereabouts, eſpecially the 
houſe of Mar, who are hereditary gover- 
nors of the caſtle of Stirling. 
Upon May twenty-ninth, the general aſ 
ſembly fate down at Edinburgh without any 
commiſſioner from his majeſty. In it the 
proceedings of the late commiſſion were ap- 
proved, and thanks given them for their 50 
= 45.4 F ty 
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lity and diligence : And then the commiſſion 
was · rene wed for the year to come; and ſo 
the aſſembly roſe upon June fourth, having 
remitted all affairs to the new commiſſion. 
The marquis of Montroſe ſince his retreat 
from Dumfries had not been idle, for by this 
time he had gotten up in the north parts of 
England a conſiderable number of men, and 
had therewith routed the garriſon of Mor- 
peth, and put proviſions into the town of. 
Newcaſtle. | 
Upon notice whereof, the committee of 
eſtates ordered the earl of Callender to march 
into England, and take order with Montroſe. 
The firſt part he obeyed, but not the ſe- 
cond, For prefently he left Dumfries, and 
advanced through Northumberland, but in- 
ſtead of medling with Montroſe (who was 
then in a good poſture) he directed his courſe: 
to the town of Newcaſtle, and laid ſiege to it, 
a task wherewith he was well acquainted, 
having been bred moſtly in the Holland war. 
For before this time general Leſley had left 
it, and drawn his army ſouthward, to join 
with Mancheſter and Fairiax, in beſieging 
the city of York, in which was, the earl of 
Newcaſtle and his army. And this was the 
ou of time, at which the king's buſineſs 
egan to decline, whereof a main reaſon was 
ſaid to be this. IN 
In January laſt, the king had emitted a 
declaration, ſummoning his - parliament of 
England to leave Weſtminſter, and to fit at 
| Oxford, with a promiſe of pardon to all that

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came thither. Whereupon many of the houſe 
of peers, and ſome of the commons allo, af: 
ſembled at Oxford, and there made fair pro- 
feſſions of their loyalty ; among which one 
Was, that they ſent a letter (ſigned by fifty 
four hands which I ſaw at it) to the council 
of Scotland, and to the conſervators of peace; 
ſetting forth their diſlike of the Scots inva- 
ſion, and wiſhing a fair and juſt courſe to be 
taken for preventing blood-ſhed*in both na. 
tions, which otherwiſe might enſue: The 
carriers of the letter, having general Leſ: 
ley's paſs, were permitted to come in and 
deliver the letter; and had alſo the liberty 
of a fafe return. 15” 
Let it was publicly talked here, that 
thoſe who came to Oxford upon his majeſty's 
ſummons, meant not to be very faithful to 
him, but rather (by that ſtratagem) «to do 
thoſe whom they had deſerted at Weſtmin- 
ſter better ſervice, than they could have 
done being with them, by adviſing his maje- 
to courſes which tended to his ruin. 
Whether there was a reaſon or not for this 
conſtruction, I leave undetermined : But cer- 
tain it was, that as the leaving of Weſtminſter 
and coming thither, procured them ſuch 
truſt, that his majeſty was led by their coun- 
ſels; ſo his affairs did thereafter more and 
more miſcarry; and his moſt ſecret projects 
eame to be underſtood. by his enemies: 
Whereof the moſt loyal and gallant general 
Ruthven did often warn his majeſty; but 
eould not get it remedied.

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The Scots parliament ſate down at Edin- 
burgh upon — fourth, there being no 
commiſſioner there from the king. The 
earl of Lauderdale was elected preſident 
thereof; Mr. Andrew Cant, by the commiſ- 
fon of the general aſſembly, was appointed 
to preach at the opening of the parliament, 
wherein he- ſatisfied their expectation fully. 
For the main point he drove at in his ſer- 
mon, was to ſtate an oppoſition betwixt king 
Charles and king Jeſus (as he was pleaſed to 
ſpeak) and upon that account, to preſs re- 
ſtance to king Charles for the intereſt of 
king Jeſus. „ 

It may be wondered that ſuch doctrine 
ſhould have reliſned with men brought up in 
the knowledge of the ſcriptures; and yet, 
ſuch was. the madneſs of the times, that 
none who preached in public ſince the be · 
ginning of the troubles, had been ſo cried 
up, as he was for that ſermon.

The city of York being then ſtraitly block. 


ed up by Leſley's, Mancheſter's, and Fair- 


fax's armies, the king ſent prince Rupert 
with his army for the relief thereof. Upon 
the knowledge of his approach, they left the 
liege, and returned with their armies ſome 
miles off, towards Marſton-Moor ; fo that 
without any difficulty, he put proviſions 
into the city. And had his highneſs reſted 
ſatisfied therewith; and gone home, all had 
been well: Or yet, if he had. lingred till the 
marquis of Montrofe'4mrrival; (who haſted 


towards him with the men he had drawn to-

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gether in the north of England) he had been 
much the ſtronger. „ 
But before Montroſe could reach him, he 
went towards them, and engaged in battle. 
At firſt the ſucceſs favoured the prince ſo 
far, that Leſley, Mancheſter, and Fairfax 
did all flee many miles (and which is more, 
Mr. Robert Douglas himſelf) only Oliver 
Cromwell with the party he commanded, and 
David Leſley with the Scots horſe, ſtood to 
it, and fought fo eagerly, as changed ſome- 
what the fortune of the day, and made the 
defeat to be reckoned on - prince Rupert's 
ſide; which was the leſs, in that it being 
within two hours of ſun- ſetting before they 
engaged, night prevented an abſolute victory. 
'This was upon July ſecond. | 
Of the Scots, there died, beſides inferiors, 
but one nobleman, the viſcount of Dudop, 
who, being ſore wounded in the fight, ex- 
pired ſhortly after, and his fall was the more 
remarkable, in regard, that being in his heart 
a true royaliſt, yet, he not only embraced, 
but (by his uttermoſt intereſt) procured to 
himſelt the command of a regiment, that 
ſo he might avoid the ſufferings, -which all 
were made to endure at home that owned

After the battle, the earl of Newcaſtle 
having eſcaped, the city of York ſurrender- 
ed to Fairfax upon ordinary conditions, and 
withal that no Scots ſhould be permitted to 
enter.

prince Rupert being upon his retreat from 
that unfortunate battle, the marquis of Mon- 
troſe came up to him, and after conference 
with his highneſs, left with him his forces; 
and bimſelf with ſome noblemen and gen- 
tlemen that attended him, came northward 
to Durham (which yet held for the king) 
uncertain what courſe to take; for to ſtay 
in England, they were in danger to be catch- 
ed by the parliament's troopers, who ſince 
the dae of Marſton- Moor ſpread every 
where (many who before lay by, having 
now declared for them.) And to come to 
Scotland would be worſe, for that he heard 
nothing yet of the landing of the Iriſh in

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nor thereof guarded them with a convoy to 
general Leſley at NewcaſtleQ.

The marquis of Montroſe being now ſe- 
parated from them, himſelf and two only, 
whom he choſe to attend him, viz. colonel 
Sibbald, and Sir William Rollok, taking on 
them the habits of troopers, ventured on the 


journey, and without diſcovery arr ived at | 


the houſe of Tullibaltan, near the foot of 
the Grampian hills, where; dwelt his inti- 
mate friend Patrick Graham of Inchbrakie. 


There he lurked for ſome days, longing to 
hear of the Iriſh which Antrim had under- 


taken to ſend over; and the firſt thing that 
refreſhed him was, the news that the Scots 
parliament, having appointed a committee to 
it in the interim, had adjourned to the ſecond 
of January next, in regard that the marquis 


of Argyle behoved to go home and look to 


his country, becauſe of an advertiſement he 


had received, that ſome Iriſh were landed 
there; and within three days after, the courſe. 


which thoſe Iriſh had taken came to be pu- 


blicly known, viz. how they firſt touched 


upon the coaſt of the welt. highlands. of 
Ardna- murchan; and having there taken- 
in and fortified the caſtle of Mingrie, had 
committed to the garriſon which they ſettled 
in it the cuſtody of two priſoners, viz. Mr. 
James Hamilton, and Mr, John Weir, mini- 
ſters, whom they had taken at ſea, being on 
their return from Ireland, where they had 
deen getting hands to their league and cove- 


nant. Thereafter they ſailed eaſtward, and

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landed at the iſle of Slait, belonging to Sir 
Donald Gorram, and from thence marched 
to Badenoch. All this came to Montroſe' 


knowledge, and the next day his joy was yet 


more encreaſed, by a letter ſent from Alex. 
ander Macdonald their chief commander, 


directed to the marquis of Montroſe, and re. 


commended' to the care of Patrick Graham 
of Inchbrakie for diſpatch ; Macdonald be. 


ing ignorant that Montroſe was in Scotland, 
_ Montroſe having received the letter, wrote 


back to Macdonald, who yet halted at Ba. 
denoch, that without delay he ſhould march 
down to Athol, where he would meet him, 
And ſo the next day Montroſe and his wor: 
thy couſin Inchbrakie, having attired them. 
{elves in the ordinary habit of highlanders, 


Went towards Arhol, and arriving there the 


next day, they mer Macdonald with his 
people, to their mutual joy. 

The number of the Iriſh, inſtead of ten 
thouſand, promiſed by the earl of Antrim, 
amounted ſcarcely to twelve hundred ; but 
ſo ſoon as Montroſe produced his commiſſion 
and began to command, the men of Athol 
and Badenoch, who had refuſed formerly 
to join with Macdonald, did cordially riſe, 
and ſwelled Montroſe's army to the number

The news hereof was not grievous to the 
young laird of Drum, and Robert Irvine

The committee of eſtates being certified 
that the marquis of Montroſe was at the head 
of the Iriſh, did preſently cauſe an army to 
be drawn out of Fife and Perthſhire, in or- 
der. to encounter him, ordering the people 
of.Fife to be commanded by the lord Elcho; 
and thoſe of Perthſhire by the earl of Tulli- 
bardine, then very famous in the cauſe. 

Theſe being levied had their rendezvous 
at Perth, whither the lord Kilpont had alfo 
brought from Monteith, and other weſtern 
ne of Perthſhire, four hundred men; but

And upon Friday the firſt of September a 
battle being fought at Tippermuir, Montroſe 
obtained an abſolute victory, notwithſtanding 
the great odds of numbers; for the covenan- 
ters were reckoned fix thouſand foot, and fix 
hundred horſe, whereas Montroſe's foot ex- 
ceeded not thirteen hundred, beſides Kilpont's 


had 
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had, been brought in againſt their will; and, 
for horſe he had only three, whereof two 
were for his own ſaddle, and the third for 
Sir William Rollok's, who being fomewhar 
lame from his childhood, could not well 
march on foot. 

By this victory, as Montroſe's Iriſh came 
to be provided both of clothes and arms, 
whereof they had neither before, ſo the com- 


mittee of eſtates were ſtartled to that degree, 


that they reſolved to ſend up the lord chan- 
cellor to London. For beſides thoſe whom 
the kirk had commiſſioned to reſide there, 
for concurring with the divines at Weſtmin- 
ſter, the parliament had alſo nominated di- 
vers to attend the parliament of England, for 
carrying on the confederation between them; 
and thoſe named by the parliament for that 
end were, the chancellor, Argyle, Maitland, 
Balmerino, Sir Charles Erſkine, Sir Archi- 
bald Johnſton, Hugh Kennedy, burgeſs of 
Air, and Mr. Robert Barclay, burgeſs of 
Irvine; but it being neceſſary that the chan- 
cellor, Argyle, and Balme rino, ſhould uſual- 
ly Ray at home, to ſit at the helm, they 
therefore went not up, unleſs upon ſolemn 
occalions, whereas the reſt remained always 


at London, of which they had no reaſon to 


complain, in that beſides the gratuities which 
they received there, they had allowed by 
Scotland for their maintenance in Scots mo-

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But the partieular occaſion of the chancel 


lor's going up at this time was ſaid to be this, 
viz. That the king was thought to be brought 
ſo low, that the parliament of England'be- 
gan to believe themſelves able to proſecute 


the work, without the aſliſtance of the Scots;. 


and that thereupon they begun to undervalue 
them, and to wiſh to be rid of them ; fo that 
the parliament of Scotland, having conſider- 


ed, that if the parliament of England ſhould 


hear the worſt of Montroſe's late victory, it 
would foment that unbrotherly humour in 
them, they therefore held it neceſſary that 
the lord chancellor ſhould go up to put a 
good face on things, and to deal for a conti- 
nuance of a right underſtanding between the 
two parliaments. 1 
After the victory of Tippermuir, the town 
of Perth did preſently ſurrender to Montroſe, 
wherein after having ſtayed three days, he 
croſſed the river Tay, and marched eaſtward 
to Angus, where the ear] of Airly, and his 
two ſons, Sir Thomas and Sir David Ogil 
bys, with ſome of his friends, together with 
the earl of Kinnoul, and a few gentlemen 
of the Carſe of Gowrie, and colonel Natha- 
niel Gordon from the north joined him. 


The firſt-place Montroſe called at in his 


march was Collace, where he was robbed of 
his friend the lord Kilpont by a treacherous 
aſſaſſination, which James Stuart of Ardvor- 


lich committed. This man, Kilpont had 


choſen for his intimate friend; and altho? his 


father the earl of Airth had often warned 


him 
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him to ſhake him off, yet would he not, but 
continued to be ruled by him in all his af. 
fairs, and even in his joining Montroſe he 
had his allowance and direction. But after- 

= wards'this Stuart repented it, and began to 
think of falling off; and being witty, con- 
ſidered that he would not obtain | pardon 
from the other party, unleſs he did ſome me-

ritorious act whereby to ingratiate himſelf: 
HFereupon he propoſed to himſelf, either the 


Filling of Montroſe or Macdonald; and be- 
cauſe he could hardly accompliſh ſuch a work 
alone, therefore, having ſlept all night by my 
lord Kilpont, he did in the twilight of the 
morning draw him out of the midſt of the 
army to refreſh himſelf with a walk in the 
fields, and then told him his purpoſe, and, 
for both their good, intreated his concurrence 
therein. 'The lord Kilpont abhorred the mo- 
tion, as being moſt diſgraceful and deviliſh ; 
whereupon, without more ado, leſt he ſhould 
diſcover him, he ſtabbed the nobleman ere 
he was aware, and immediately fled there- 
upon and went ſtrait to the marquis of Ar 
gyle, who thought it a piece of ſo good ſer: 
vice, that he not only countenanced him, and 
procured his pardon for having joined Mon- 
troſe, but allo preferred him to a high place 
of command in the army. TIS 
The marquis of Montroſe was deeply af. 
fected with the loſs of ſo noble a friend, and 
gave order for conveying his body in an ho- 
nourable manner to Monteith, where it was 
interred.

After this Montroſe parted from Collace, 
and having frighted the town of Dundee, con- 
tinued his march through Angus and Mearns, 
towards the ſhire of Aberdeen ; having great- 
eſt expectation of peoples joining him in the 


northern parts. | 


In the mean time the committee of eſtates 
having put the commiſſion upon the marquis 


of Argyle and the earl of Lothian, to go 
againſt him, Argyle with his highlanders 
came upon the fifth of September to Stirling, 
and next day the earl of Lothian alſo. There 
they levied very quickly the men of Stirling- 
ſhire, as alſo brought Lothian's regiment, 
which not long before had come over from 
Ireland, and with thoſe they marched for- 
ward upon the tenth to St. Johnſton, where 
the people of Fife met them, as alſo two re- 


giments of horſe from Newcaſtle, called home 


for that end, viz. the lord Bargenny's regi- 
ment and Sir Frederick Hamilton's. And 
thus being made as ſtrong as they deſired, 
they began their march from St. Johnſton to- 


| wards Aberdeenſhireuponthe fourteenth day. 


When the firſt news that occurred to them 
was concerning another victory Montroſe had 
upon the twelfth day obtained at Aberdeen, 
in this manner: The lord Burleigh being 
there to execute ſome commands put upon 
him by the committee of eſtates, hearing of 
Montroſe's being in thoſe parts, called to him 
the Forbeſes and the Frazers, all which were 
furious in the cauſe, with ſuch of the name 
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| of Gordon as choſe to follow the marquis of 
Huntleyꝰs ſon, Lodovick Gordon, who Wag 
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there in perſon; and they being got toge. 
ther, brought forth alſo the citizens of Aber. 
deen, and the lord Elcho's regiment, which 
at that time quartered there 10 Reer the coun. 
N order. 8 
Montroſe hearing thereof, marched toward; 
them, and after bop diſpute, obtained an 
abſolute victory, although their numbers at 
that time alſo were very unequal ; for of foot 
they were reckoned to be above 2 500, and of 
horfe 500; whereas Montroſe had of horſe 
44, and foot ſcarce 1600; the men of 
Athol and Badenoch, which after Tipper- 
muir fight had gone home with the ſpoi], not 
being yet returned ; and Kilpont's men all 
ſtole away ſince his death. | 


After the battle, Montroſe had the town 


ſurrendered to him; where he ſhewed great 


mercy, both pardoning the people and pro 
tecting their goods. And having refreſhed 


his army there for two days, did, upon the 
fifteenth, march northward. | 


Argyle and Lothian with their army fol 
lowed him, yet with ſuch ſlowneſs, that in 
Montroſe's whole progreſs throughout the 


north of Scotland, they never came up to 


him, and when upon the fourth of October 


he returned to Athol, they were eight days 
march behind him. 


Whereupon Montroſe reſted his army 
there, until he diſpatched Macdonald with 


a party of 500 men towards the far High 


lands, 
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lands; to invite the laird of Maclean, the 
captain of Clanronald, and others, to join him; 
and then marched' down to Dunkeld, and 
from thence eaſtward through Angus, toward 
Brechin and Montroſe, 8 12h he ſtaid ten 
days refreſhing himſelf and his army. And 
all this while it was wondered what had be- 
come of Argyle and Lothian, with their 
army; but, at length, upon October four- 
teenth, they came to Athol, and deſcending 
towards the Stormont, went eaſt through 
Angus after Montroſe, who, by that time, 

| was marched towards the north again. 

In the mean time the committee of eſtates, 
and commiſſion of the general aſſembly, were 
very angry, that he was not already foal 
ed up, and exerciſed their wrath upon ſuch 
as they could reach: So, by their order, 
the earl of Hartfield, the laird of Hempſ- 
held, with divers of the name of Maxwell, 
were impriſoned in the caſtle of Edinburgh;

Since Argyle and Lothian gave up their 


commiſſions, the committee had been think- 


ing on whom to pitch; at length they reſolved 
_ major-general Bailie, and commiſſionat-

im to be their commander in chief in the 
northern expedition: Who appointed his firſt 
rendez vous at Perth, where the lord Mait-. 


land's regiment quartered, and called thither 
Crawfurd- Lindſay's regiment from Dundee, 


and the remainder of Elcho's regiment from 


Aberdeen, expecting more to be ſent him 


-hortly from Newcaſtle. | 


In the mean time Montroſe marched in a 
full body to Breadalbine, Glenorchy *s coun- 
try; which the marquis of Argyle having 


underſtood, haſted away from Edinburgh to- 


wards his own country, to levy his highland- 
ers, upon an r that from Breadal- 

e would direct his courſe thi- 
ther. And ſo it fell out, Glenorchy's lands 


being waſted by him, he marched ſtraight to

Inverary, the marquis's chief dwelling; upon 
the knowledge whereof, his lordſhip was { 
s frighted, that long before : Montroſe Came 
near him, he fled to a boat, whereby he e. 
ſeaped, having left his friends to ſhift for 
themſelves: So, without any oppoſition, 
Montroſe waſted his country, but ſhed no 
blood, in regard that all the people follow. 
ing their lord's laudable example, delivered 
"themſelves by flight alſoo. 
By this time Sir John Urry being return. 
ed, was, by the committee, appointed major. 
general under Bailie: He had firſt fought on 
the 1 ſide againſt the king; after. 
wards turned over for the king, and fought 
under him againſt them; now having aban- 
doned both ſides, came home, and embraced 
this charge againſt Montroſe; and many pro 
pheſied, that ere all were done, he would 
change again, and join himſelf to Montroſe, 
which at length came to pals. 

Bailie, and with him Crawfurd-Lindſay, 
knowing of Montroſe's being in Argyle, did, 
in the end of December, march weſt to Dum. 
barton, intending, as they profeſſed, for Ar. 

gyle, to encounter him there. And, at Dun: 
barton, they found the marquis of Argyle 
himſelf, having, upon his flight from Inve 
ug, retreated thither for ſhelter, who pro- 
miſed to ſhew them the way. But having 
- the next day gotten certainty, that Montroſe 
had removed from that country, and marched 
away towards Glenco and Lochaber; Bailic 
and Crawfurd, parting from the marquis, 
7 IS brought 


w 
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brought back their army to Angus, reſolving 
to march northwards to the ſhire of Aber- 


deen; and from thence go up to Montroſe, 
whereſoe ver they could find him. 


And the marquis of Argyle knowing well 


that the enemy was gone, went home with 


7755 and convened all his friends from their 
u 


rking-places, to follow upon Montroſe's 


rear. And to make his power the more for- 
midable, called over from Ireland Sir Dun- 


can Campbell of Auchindreck, a colonel in A 
the Scots army there, and divers other com-

The project was, that when Bailie'ꝰs army 
did charge Montroſe in the front, Argyle and 
his men, who were till then to march ſlowly,

9 the ſecond. of January, 164 55 the 


Scots parliament met at Edinburgh, 


and, by authority thereof, the marquis of 
Montroſe, and earl of Airly, were forefault- 


ed, and their eſtates ſeized upon. There- 
after they paſſed amongſt all of that faction, 


under the names of James Graham and James 
Ogilby; and it was reckoned no ſmall malig- 
nancy to ſtile or diſtinguiſh them by their

Ihe parliament did alſo approve and ratify 
the act of the late convention of eſtates con. 
%%% * - 
Their progreſs in other matters was the 
lower, until they ſhould fully know what 
might be the tendency of that controverſy 
lately fallen out betwixt Mancheſter and G. 
ver Cromwell, his lieutenant-general, where. 
by the army was in hazard to divide. For 
now Cromwell had accuſed, before the houſe 
of commons, Mancheſter, for betraying their 
army at Dennington caſtle, and for other 
things; as Mancheſter had alſo accuſed him 
in the houſe of lords, for plotting a parity in 
the ſtate, and independency in the church. 
Many, at firſt, were of opinion, that Man. 
cheſter would prevail, but the contrary fell 
out, and that upon this occaſion. 

By this time the independent faction, where 
unto Cromwell joined, preaching and pray. 
ing as faſt as any of them, was now become 

redominant in the houſe. of commons; and 
they having deſigns, wherein Eſſex, Manche- 
ſter, and divers other prime commanders, 
would not go along with them, did therefore 
intend to E them aſide: And, to effect 
this, they framed and paſſed an act, That, 
during that parliament, Cromwell excepted, 
no member thereof ſhould have any office, 
military or civil, whereby they might the 
better attend the houſe. Hereby were ca- 
ſhiered Eſſex, Mancheſter, Stanford and Den- 
bigh, and the power of the ſword brought 
wholly into the hands of the commons.

The general aſſembly ſate down at Edin- 


burgh, upon January twenty. ſecond, at which 


time every one had in his hand that book late - 


ly publiſhed by Mr. Samuel Rutherford, in · 


titled Lex Rex, which was ſtuffed with po- 
ſitions, that in the time of peace and order, 
would have been judged damnable treaſons; 


yet were now ſo idolized, that whereas in 


the beginning of the work, Buchanan's trea- 
tile, De Jure Regni apud Scotos, was looked 
upon as an oracle, this coming forth, it was 
{lighted, as not anti-monarchical enough, and 
Rutherford's Lex Rex only thought authen- 
tic. Unto the aſſembly came Mr. Bailie, and 

+149 ; and, after a 
long diſcourſe, preſented a directory for wor- 
ſhip, which baving been framed by the di- 
vines at Weſtminſter, was ſent for this aſſem- 
bly's approbation. The ſaid directory being 
peruſed by a committee nominated vo that 


effect, and a report made concerning their 


ſatisfaction therewith, it was ratified by the

The proceedings of the commiſſion of the 
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and the aſſembly's thanks given them for 
their fidelity and diligence; as alſo a new 
committee, conſiſting of thoſe fame members, 
eſtabliſhed for the year following. There. 
after the aſſembly ſent Mr. Dickſon, Blair, 
Cant, and ſome others, to preſent to the par. 
Hament the directory, and to defire the rat.. 
| fication thereof, which was heartily granted. 
Thus all went well, and there was great 
' rejoicing both in the afſembly and parliament, 
But the ſame was ſoon checked by an adver- 
tifement they received of a third victory Mon. 
troſe had obtained at Inverlochy, upon Fe 
bruary ſecond, whereof the ſtory was thus. 
Whilſt Montroſe was on his march eaſt 
ward towards Murray, he had notice from 
Allan Macildowie of Lochaber, that Argyle 
with all his power was following him in the 
rear, and knowing that both Baiſie and Urry 
were before him, he conſidered; that if he 
ſuffered himſelf to be attacked both before 
and behind, he might run a riſque; therefore, 
inſtead of marching forward, he turned about, 
and went to ſpeak with Argyle. The coun 
try people favouring him, Argyle heard no- 
thing concerning his retirning, until the ſe- 
cond day of his marching at even, when he 
was come the fult length, and had pitched 
cloſe by Argyle's army. "Fhe next morning, 
betimes, the work began, but ere then, the mar- 
quis had provided for his own fafery, by tak- 
ing himſelf to his boat again, and with him, 
to bear him company, the laird of Niddry, Sir 
James. Rollo of Duncruib, Archibald Syde-

ſerf, bailie of Edinburgh, and Mr. Mungo 
Law, miniſter thereof, whom he had invited 
to go along with him, to bear witneſs to the 


wonders he purpoſed to perform in that ex- 


pedition. From his boat he looked and ſaw 
che day loſt, and moſt part of his friends cut 


off, the number of the ſlain on his ſide; being; 


acknowledged by ſome few that eſcaped, to 
have exceeded 1500. Colonel Johm Cock 
burn, and colonel John Roch, with ſome o- 
thers, retired to the old caſtle of * 


and held it out till they procured quarter for 


their lives and liberties, which was granted 
upon oath, never more to carry arms againſt 
Montroſe : For obſervance whereof, they 
were afterwards diſpenſed with from going 
to the field; and, inſtead thereof colonel 
Cockburn” appointed governor of Stirling- 
caſtle, and colonel Roch of the town of 
Perth. The earl of Callender did not take 
it well, that his regiment being in the caſtle: 
of Stirling, colonel Cockburn ſhould be ſer 
over his lieutenant-colonel; bur it 8 


pleaſed the parliament ſo to do, his buſineſs: 


was to be quiet. On Montroſe's fide, except 
Sir Thomas Ogilby, ſon to the earl of Airly;. 
there were only three killed, and thoſe com- 
mon . ſoldiers; whereof the reaſom was ſaid 
to be, that the Argilians, being diſcouraged, 

reaſon of their lord's withdrawing, never 
ſtood to it, but fled at the firſt, and were all 
cut down in the flight. 

This defeat at Inverlochy cauſed great 
fadneſs both in parliament and aſſembly, yet 
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was much the better digeſted, becauſe of the 
marquis his perſonal ſafety, who, upon Fe. 

bruary eleventh, arrived at Edinburgh, and 
went ſtraight to the parliament, having his 
left arm tied up in a ſcarf, as if he had been 
at bones breaking. There he did give an ac. 

count of that unfortunate expedition; where. 
upon, the next day the lord Balmerino did, 

in the general aſſembly, make a diſcourſe in 
reference thereto, wherein he affirmed, that 
the great loſs reported to be ſuſtained at that 
_ Hght, was but the invention of malignants, 
who ſpake as they wiſhed it; and that upon 
his honour, the marquis of Argyle had not 
thirty perſons killed in the whole. The 
contrary being certainly known, many thought 
ſtrange, that he, who was a nobleman, could 
ſpeak ſo in a public audience: Yet credulous 


and deluded people believed him, and upon 
that account —.— to be jovial again. 


But ſhortiy after came certainty from Eng- 


1 land of an emergent, which contributed more 
to their joy; and it was, that the treaty be- 
twixt the king and parliament, held at Ux- 
bridge on January thirtieth, was now broken 


up, and all hope of accommodation gone; 


for which his majeſty did much blame the 
Scots commiſſioners at London, who were 


the better beloved, becauſe their greateſt in- 


timacy was with that party in the Parliament 


that cruſhed it. 
In the mean time, the general aſſembly ſent 
in Mr. David Dickſon, Mr. Robert Blair, 


Mr. Andrew Cant, Mr. James Guthry, oo” 
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Mr. Patrick Gilleſpie, to the parliament, to 

reſs the execution of the inf? of Crawfurd, 
ford Ogilby, and all the reſt of the priſoners 
in the tolbooth, which the parliament com- 
mended as an act of great zeal and piety in 
the aſſembly ; yet deferred the performance 
for a time, until Montroſe ſhould be brought 
lower; leſt otherwiſe, if, through misfortune, 
any of their friends happened to fall into his 
hands, he might repay it. And next after 
this addreſs to the parliament, the aſſembly 
reſolved to ſhew an act of mercy themſelves, 
in reſtoring of Mr, George Halyburton to his 
miniſtry at Perth, and Mr. John Graham to 
his miniſtry at Auchterarder, which came to 
paſs in this manner. ee 


Dame Margaret Halyburton, lady of Cow- 


par, came over the frith, and, with oaths, 
vowed to my lord Balmerino, that unleſs he 
cauſed her couſin to be re. inſtated, he ſhould 
never enjoy the favour of the lordſhip of 
Cowpar. This commination ſet Balmerino 
at work for him. And, as to the other, 
Mr. Graham, the earl of Lanerk preſſed the 
like on his behalf, being moved thereto be- 
cauſe his wife was a 1 deſcended 
from that archbiſhop of St. Andrews, who 
ſuffered at Stirling. 

Lanerk and Balmerino being ſolicitors for 
them, the aſſembly yielded to their re-eſta- 
blihment, but with two proviſos, which 
thoſe noblemen conſented to. The firſt was, 
that they ſhould make their repentance upon 
their knees before the reſpective e

and over again before the ſynodical aſſembly, 
and that the teſtimony thereof being brought 
unto the commiſſion of the general aſſembly, 
the ſaid commiſſion ſhould reſtore them; all 
which was performed. The other proviſo 
was, that leſt the indulgence extended to them 
ſhould encourage others to malignancy, an 
act ſhould be prefently made by the aſſembly, 
that after them none that happened to be de. 
poſed ſhould ever after be reſtored to the 
Ficks at which they Had formerly ſerved; 
which act was voted and concluded. So the 
general aſſembly roſe upon February thir- 
teenth, having firſt appointed the meeting of 
_ the next general afſembly to beatEdinburgh, 
upon the firſt Wedneſday of June, 1646. 
. _ Montroſe having, after the action at Inver- 
lochy, refreſhed his army with ſome days 
reſt, marched eaſtward towards Murray, 
where, at Elgin, he kept his committees peace. 
ably, and to him joined the lord Gordon and 
his friends, the laird of Grant's men, and di- 
vers conſiderable Highlanders. Upon the 
hearing whereof the parliament. was much af. 
fected; and many thought that the grief 
which it cauſed to the earl of Lauderdale 
| Haſted him to his grave, who. was buried'upon 
March fifth. And in. his place Crawfurd- 
Lindſay was made preſident of the council; 
ſuch was the power of the Hamiltonian faction 
at that time. After which; that all men 
might be at leiſure to ſupprefs theſe rogues, 
che parliament haſted to a concluſion. So 
three committees were nominated, one to re- 
FD als 
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pair to the army in England, whereof Argyle 
was the principal; another to ſit at the helm 
in Edinburgh, and of it the chief was Balme- 
rino; the third to go along with Bailie agamſt 
Montroſe; this contiftedof Crawfurd-Lindfay, 
and of Eanerk and his elients. And upon the 
eighth of March the parliament adjourned to 
the ſecond: of July following: pak Gabe een wp, 
Montroſe being now: much ſtrengthened 
by his late recruits, marched fouthward to 
Aberdeen, and from thence through the 
Mearns, * whereupon Bailie, with his commit- 
tee, brought up his army to meet them, the 
length of Engliſh-Madie: And there, for the 
ſpace of two days, viz. the twenty-ninth and 
thirtieth of March, the armies were in view 
of each other; ſo that Montroſe prepared for 
battle, bur Bailie and his commirtee declined 
it; whereupon he removed weſtward to the 
river of Tay; and Bailie came to be blamed 
for letting that opportunity flip, although it 
was ſo reſolved by his committee's advice. 


And ſhortly after he ſuſtained a greater blame, 
por ſuffering Montroſe to make fuch a hand- 
WH ſome and ſafe retreat from his deſperate at- 


tempt at Dundee; yet in this he had Urry to 
dear a part of the cenſure: And the truth 
was, they were more afraid to engage than 
Monrofe was, which being ' obſerved, the

A regiment from Sutherland, and Lawer's 
regiment from Inverneſs. Bailie, with his 
army, reckoned to be 3000 foot, and 500 
horſe, quartered at Killimore. ' 
„In the mean time Montroſe, having dis 
.parched Macdonald to the highlands, to 
make up levies, and ſent Inchbrakie, colo- 
nel of Athol, to bring forth thoſe people, 
; whereof the moſt part had, after the battle 
of Inverlochy, gotten furloffs, until they 
mould be called for, himſelf went with his 
army weſtward, towards Monteith, there to 
receive the lord Aboyne, whoſe reſolutions 
were made known to him by letter, who hav- 
ing but 16 horſe, did, notwithſtanding all 
the garriſons, come from Carliſle, without 
moleſtation, to the ford of Cardroſs, where 
Montroſe and he met, to their mutual joy. 
Baile followed weſtward; and therefore Mac- 
. donald, knowing Montroſe not to be ſtrong 
enough for a battle, in regard of his and 
Inchbrakie's abſence, with their regiments, 


reſolved to make a diverſion, and fell down,

before they were aware, upon the Camp- 
bells, in the lordſhip of Cowpar, killing ſuch 
of them as came into his hands; whereof no- 
tice being given. to Bailie, he and his;com- 
mittee drew. back their army, to take order 
with Macdonald; and ſo Montroſe had a clear 
paſſage to the north, accompanied, beſides 
the lord Aboyne, with another ſtranger; and 
this was his nephew Archibald, maſter of 
Napier, a gallant youth, both for body and 
mind, He having, ſince Montroſe went firſt 
to the field, been in company with his noble 
father the lord Napier, and Sir George Stir- 
ling of Keir, his brother-in-law, under con- 
finement in Holyroodhouſe, reſolved, at 
length, to break looſe, and getting fafely a - 
way, he came to his uncle at Cardroſs, upon 
Monday April twenty-firſt, But his eſcape 
procured from ite coinnittee hard meature 
to his friends, whom he left behind; for the 
lord Napier, his father, and the laird of Keir, 
were preſently. made priſoners in the caſtle 
of Edinburgh, and not long after dame Eliza- 
beth Erſkine, daughter to the earl of Mar, 
his lady, and Mrs. Lillias Napier, his ſiſter, 
were me after them to bear them company, 
and his other ſiſter the lady Keir confined to 
Merchiſton, £55. 15 * 
At that time fell out an accident, whic 

proved very prejudicial to the king's affairs; 
this was the catching of a meſſenger that paſ-

ſed betwixt him and Montroſe. The man's 
name was James Small, ſon to the laird of 
Fotherance, which, through the decay of that 


fa 
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family, now belongs to Sir George Halyby:. 
ton, one of the ſenators of the college of ju. 
ſtice. This gentleman having ſerved lon 
at the court of England, did undertake to hi; 
- majeſty to hazard himſelf in bringing a packet 
of letters ro Montroſe; for effecting whereof 
he put on a beggar's habit, and fo went ſafely 
through to the highlands of Scotland, where 
he found 8 at that time; but in his 
return had not the like good fortune; for, 
having paſſed the river of Forth at Allos, 
"where he needed not fear bodily harm, the 
noble family of Mar being all generally loyal, 
- he was at Elphinſton, thro? the officiouſneſs 
of a fellow that had known him at court, diſ: 
covered, and the letters which he carried 
back taken from him, and himſelf, with them, 
ſent next day by my lord Elphinſton to the 
committee of eſtates at Edinburgh, who cau- 
ſed him to be hanged on the morrow, at the 
croſs of Edinburgh, without farther delay: 
This was on May firſt. By theſe letters the 
committee came to know what they never 
had thought on, viz. how the king's buſinel 
being ſo forlorn in England, that he could 
not make head againſt his enemies there, his 
' majeſty deſigned to come with his army to 
Scotland, and to join Montroſe ; that fo this 
country being made the ſeat of war, his ene. 
mies might be forced to an accommodation, 
to free their land from a burden, which it 
could not ſtand under. The prevention of 
which deſign was afterwards gone about with 
ſucceſs, hs 1 ”

M.-ůÿntroſe, in the mean time, having, after 
his parting from Cardroſs, levied the Athol- 
men, as he paſſed through their country, 
went northward, to ſeek an encounter with 
Urry. And ſo ſoon as Bailie, and his com- 
mittee, had certainty that Montroſe, and with 


him the Athol- men, were all gone, they re- 


ſolved to march up to Athol, and burn the 
country: Which having violently performed, 
while there was none at home to make reſi- 
ſtance, they returned to Angus again, and 
after thought upon a march northward to A- 
berdeen. But ere this was concluded, they 
had certain advice of another victory obtained 
by Montroſe over Urry at Old-Earn, upon 


May fourth. Urry's ſtrength, conſiſted of - 


five regiments of foot, beſides horſe, to wit, 
Lothians and Loudoun's regiments, both 
which he had carried to the north with him, 
Lawer's regiment, which came from Inver- 
neſs to him, a regiment from Sutherland, 
and another of the earl of Seaforth's men. 


The victory, as it was abſolute and bloody, 


ſo was it the more remarkable, in that nei- 
ther Grant's men, nor the Macleans, were 
there, being upon other employments, and 
few of the Athobmen alſo, moſt of them be- 
ing gone home, after they heard that their 


country was burned. This victory was very 


fad news both to the committee of eſtates and 
the commiſſion of the general aſſembly ; 
whereupon they met, to adviſe by what 
means people might be kept in a dependence 
upoa them, and not fall away, — of 

their 
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their enemies prevailing. And for as much 
as the pulpits had great influence upon the 
reſolutions of the multitude; ee the 
commiſſion emitted a warning to the miniſtry, 
herein they charged them to ſtand fixed, 
and, by their doctrine, to endeavour that 
their people might be ſo alſo, under pain of 
depoſition; and, that their commands might 
not be deſpiſed, they were now and then de. 

ſing ſome of them, in the mean time, to 
1 the reſt; as Mr. John Robertſon, mi. 
niſſer of Perth, Mr. James Row, miniſter 
of Muthel, Mr. William Barclay, miniſter 
of Falkland, and Mr. John Fife, miniſter 
of Foulis, all which were that. at Aesch 
andere. 

But whilſt . meetings at Edinburgh 
were troubled about Montroſe's late viRtory, 
they had a cordial from England, which was 
the fatal overthrow his majeſtx ſuſtained at 
Naſeby, whereby the prejudice he received 
by the diſcovery of thoſe letters, for Which 
Mr. James Small ſuffered at Edinburgh, came 
2 be generally underſtood: For while the 
king was on his march towards Scotland, ſome 

e-hearted men about him, whom he truſted 
more than they deſerved, prevailed with him 
to lay aſide that deſign, and turn ſouth, to- 
war Northamptonſhire, where, as they con- 
fidently averred, four counties had aſſociated 
for him, and were in a feadineſg to join iO; 
but when he came there, inſtead of thoſe a 
endes, be found Fairfax and Crom 
well with their new modelled army, waiting 

upon 
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upon him; who forced him to a battle, and 
obtained fach'a victory, as quite ruined his 
buſineſs: | This was upon the fourteenth o 

june. 5 CET "©. * 

The certainty hereof being come, the 
committee gave orders for bonfires, ànd all 
other ſigns of joy throughout the land, and 
ſuch as joined not therein, were taken notice * 
of as enemies to the public. Vet ſhortly there 
after they met with a new cauſe of grief, and 
this was another mary; Montroſe obtained 
over Bailie at Alford, upon July ſecond: 
For Urry having been de Ped Palle, with 
the advice of his committee, went north to 
repay it; but had ſuch fortune as the other. 
For, albeit the numbers were very unequal, ' 
yetMontroſe's victory over him was both ab- 
ſolute and bloody; whereas, on his ſide, v 
few did fall, except the lord Gordon, wich 
whoſe death Montroſe was ſaid to be exceed- 
ingly affected, and ordered his body to be 
buried very honourably+at Aberdeen. 
By this time the peſtilence, which from 

Newcaſtle came to Kelſo, was from thence - 
tranſmitted to Edinburgh, and there raged 
ſo, that when the diet, unto which the par- 
liament had been adjourned, was come, they 
fare down in Siirlingufl upon the ſecond 
of July; and ſome days after, Bailie - iro 
and with him the lord Balcarras, wo, 
timely flying, had eſcaped the battle as we 
as he, arrived both at Stirling, and went to 
the parliament? Balcatras was welcomed b 
Ta but as for Bailie, they were ſo 71 
tis 
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tisfied with him, that he had much difficulty MW 
to obtain an act of approbation of his ſervice, Ml 
The parliament fate at Stirling until the 
_ twelfth day, at which time the peſtilence be. 
ginning to break out in that town, they be- 
hoved to think of a removal, and ſo adjourn. Wl 
ed themſelves until the twenty · fourth of that 
month, to ſit at Perth, having firſt appointed 
a great levy to be made for deſtroying their 
enemies, viz. all noblemen, gentlemen, and 
heritors whatſoever, to be at Perth in perſon, 
and well mounted before the ſaid twenty- 
fourth day. And for tenants and ſervants, 
to make up a foot army, 10000 to be brought 
forth from the ſhires ſouth of Tay, accord- 
ing to the proportions calculated thereanent. 
Montroſe having heard of this muſter which 
was to be at Perth, came forth againſt the 
day, and pitched in Meffen wood. And, in- 
deed, on their part, convened very many, 
more than double Montroſe's number, yet 
they attempted nothing until after ſome days, 
but halted on the ſouth ſide of Earn, when, 
Perceiving that the Gordons, in whom con- 
ſiſted Montroſe's ſtrength as to his horſe, 
were not there, they advanced towards him, 
but to no purpoſe. For Montroſe not being 
minded to fight at that time, retired at his 
leiſure, without either loſs or affront, to- 
wards Dunkeld, to attend the Gordons, and 
others whom he was expecting to come up; 
and they went back to their leagure, after 
which moſt of them, both horſe and foot, 
chat had been newly levied, retired hows, 
555 an 
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and very few remained with Argyle, Lanerk, 
Crawfurd-Lindſay, and Bailie, who, ſince the 
parliament's ſitting at Stirling, were all joint 
commanders, except the old regiments. _ 

By this time the Gordons, and other re- 
cruits, being come to Montroſe, whereby he 
was at his greateſt ſtrength, he returned to-—-— 
wards them, and endeavoured to draw 
them to a battle. But they declined it, and 
intrenched . themſelves at Kilgirſton, profeſ- 
ſng, that ſo ſoon as the Fife-men, for whom 
they had ſent, arrived, they would then take 
order with him. This coming to Montroſe's 
ears, he marched ſouthwards towards the 
kirk of Drone, to wait on the Fife-mens com- 
ing. But finding, after ſome days, no ap- 
pearance of Fife-men, and that, on the other 
part, they kept within their trenches, and 
could nor be made to engage, he marched 
firſt to Kinroſs, and then weſtward towards 
Stirling, where, in the way, Maclean, and his 
people, burned the pariſhes of Muckart and 

ollor, belonging to the marquis of Argyle, 
in requital of the like formerly done by him 
in Maclean's country, as they alledged. The 
day whereon Montroſe bad marched from 
Kinroſs towards the weſt, he quartered his 
army at night in the wood of Tillibody near 
Alloa, where, though his Iriſh did barbar- 
oully plunder that town and lordſhip, yer 
the earl of Mar and lord Erſkine, and their 
noble ladies, diſpenſed therewith, and the 
next day invited him, and his prime officers, 
to dinner, So he appointed Macdonald to 
a | march 
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 ntarch weſtward with the foot army, and 
bringing his horſe for a guard, himſelf and 
the earl of Airly, and many more, were libe. 
rally feaſted in the caſtle of Alloa, after 
which, having notice of the enemy's adyan- 
eing towards them, they made the greater 
haſte to overtake their foot. And being met, 
and conſidering the town of Stirling was con. 
_ ſumed by the peſtilence, reſolved to paſs by 
it, and ſo croſſed both the Teith and Forth, 
two miles to the northward of it, and from 
thence marched on to Kilfyth, where they 
15 found the ground ſo advantageous for them, 
= . as made them reſolve to halt there, until their 

Th enemies ſflould come that length, which ver 
ſhortly fell out: For, ſo ſoon as Monrroſs 
had marched weſtward from Kinroſs, three 
regiments of Fife- men, reckoned at 3000, 
whereof one commanded by the laird of Cam. 
mo, a ſecond by the laird of Hang 


erny, and the 
third by the laird of Fordel-Henderſon, did 
join the covenanters army; as alſo did one 
regiment of Argyle's highlanders, reckoned } 
to be 1200; and, being thus ſtrengthened, it 
was reſolved that Lanerk mould preſently 
ride to the weſt-country, and with the con- 

_ currence of Glencairn and Eglinton, there 
levy an-army to come towards Montroſe; and 
this army commanded by Argyle, Crawfurd, 
and Baillie, to follow him in the rear; where- 
by the one being behind, and the other be- 

fore him, he might be brought into a hoſe- 


net. . |

Lanerk went pre ſently away for that end, and 
Argyle, Crawfurd-Lindfay, and Bailie, march- | 
ed weſtward in the very path which Montroſe 
had traced, And as they advanced towards. 
Stirling, the marquis of Argyle cauſed to be 
burnt the houſe of Menſtry, belonging to 
the earl of Stirling, his majeſty's ſecretary, 
and the houſe of Aithray, belonging to Sir 
John Graham of Braco, and withal ſent ad- 
vertiſement to the earl of Mar, that after 
their return from following their enemies, he 
might expect to have his caſtle of Alloa burn · 
ed, for the hoſpitality Montroſe had found 
in it: But providence determined otherwiſe; 
for of thoſe they carried weſt, very few re- 
turned again. And it would appear, that 
the Fife - men expected no better of it; for, 
when they were come the length of Stirling, 
they refuſed obſtinately to march farther, al- 
ledging, that when they were levied, it had 
been promiſed them, that they ſhould not be 
urged to go beyond the limits of their own 
ſhire; and therefore, having now, out of 
good-will, come much farther, they would 
on no terms croſs the river of Forth. .- 
But their leaders ſet their miniſters .on 
work to deal with them, who told them jolly 
tales, that Lanerk, Glencairn, and Eglinton, : 
were levying an army to join them; and 
therefore entreated, that they would for only 
one day more go on, until that weſtland army 
approached, and then they ſhould be diſ- 
charged; whereunto. theſe poor people con- 
7 r . ſented, 
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. ſented, and ſo went as far as Kilfyth, from 
' whence few or none of them returned. | 
For, upon Auguſt the fifteenth, there fol. 
lowed a battle at Kilſyth, wherein Montroſe 
carried an abſolute victory; their foot, 
which were reckoned - 7000, being wholly 
cut off in the flight, except very few ſtrag. 
glers that eſcaped; yet no loſs on Mon- 
troſe's ſide, except ſeven or eight perſons, 
whereof three were gentlemen of the name 
of Ogilby, the reſt but common ſoldiers. 
The reaſon whereof was, becauſe the cove- 
nanters never ſtood to it, but upon the firſt 
charge given by the earl of Airly and his 
friends, did all fly on a ſudden, their horſe rid. 
ing over the foot, and among the horſe the no- 
bles the firſt of any: But, beyond them all, the 
marquis of Argyle, who never looked over 
his er, until, after twenty miles riding, 
he reached the ſouth Queensferry, where he 
poſſeſſed himſelf of a boat again 
Lanerk and Glencairn, and the reſt, who, 
in the mean time were about their levies, 
having heard of this defeat which their friends 
had ſuſtained, left off their work; and both 
they and the nobles that had fled from Kil- 
ſyth, made it their firſt care to-provide for a 
ſhelter: For Glencairn and Caſſils fled over 
to Ireland; and to Berwick went the chan- 
cellor, the marquis of Argyle, the earls of 
Cra wfurd-Lindſay, Lanerk, and others. 
After the battle, Montroſe ſtaid two days 
at Kilſyth to refeſn his army; and, by that 
time, came from the city of Glaſgow two 
: com- 
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commiſſioners, viz. Sir Robert Douglas, and 
Mr. Archibald Fleming commiſſary, to con - 
gratulate his victory, and to invite him to ho- 
nour their town with a viſit. Whereupon 
next day, being accompanied with his army, 
he went thither, and was received with much 
ſolemnity, and with an acknowledgment of 
bypaſt diſloyalty, for which they begged his 
mercy. And thence removing to Bothwel 
kirk, the ſhire of Linlithgow ſent commiſ- 
ſioners to him for that ſame end; and which 
is more, ſo did the ſhire of Renfrew, and o- 
thers in the weſt; Biſhopton, Greenock, and 
| Duchal junior, were their commiſſioners, 
who acknowledged rebellion as faſt as any, 
laying the blame thereof upon their miniſters; 
yea, and ſo did allo the burghs of Irvine and 
Air. Montroſe pardoned them all, upon 
their promiſes of exemplary loyalty for the 
future; whereunto they did ſolemnly engage 
themſelves, and ſo were diſcharged. After 
this, Montroſe ſent Macdonald with a party 
to the weſt, to fright them that had not come 
to expreſs their ſubmiſſion, and to him all did 
homage; and no where found he ſo hearty a 
welcome as at Loudoun-caſtle, where the 
chancellor's lady embraced him in her arms, 
and having entertained him very ſumptuouſly, 
ſent afterwards her ſervant John Halden with 
him, to preſent her ſervice to the marquis of 
Montroſe. 
7 Montroſe's next care was for the priſoners

2M Crawfurd, the lords Ogilby and Rea, the 
Pp lairds of Drum Ogildyof Powry, and Dr. Wi. 
art (for, before this time, Drum's brother, 
Robert Irvine, died in the priſon;) ſo, for 
their ſakes, he diſpatched his Nephew Archi- 
bald maſter of Napier, and with him Natha. 
niel Gordon, to receive into protection the 
city of Edinburgh, and to bring from thence 
thoſe priſoners ; which they did; as alſo at 
Linlithgow, finding two priſoners more, viz, 
Archibald lord Napier, and Sir George Stir- 
ling of Keir, his ſon-in-law, who, becauſe the 
peſtilence raged in Edinburgh-caſtle, had ob. 
tained fo much favour, as to be tranſported 
from it to the priſon of Linlithgow, he brought 
them with the reſt; all which were moſt wel. 
come to Montroſe. Fl 
At the ſame time alſo joined to him divers 
of the nobility, viz. the marquis of Douglas, 
the earls of Annandale and Hartfield, the lords 
Erſkine, Seaton, Drummond, Fleming, John. 
ſton, and Maderty, and divers knights and 
entlemen alſo, among whom was Sir John 
Hamilton of Orbiſton, juſtice-clerk, and Ar- þ 
chibaldPrimroſe, clerk to the committee of e- 
ſtates, whom he welcomed, fancying by that 
means to draw over the earl of Lanerk to his 
fide: Altho' Archibald lord Napier, and o. 
thers about him, warned him rather to take 
heed, that, inſtead thereof, they wrought 
not a diviſion in his army, and debauched 
ſome. he had already, it being their conjc- 
Qure, that Lanerk had ſent them thither for

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The next diſpatch which Montroſe made 
(ance the marquis of Douglas, the earls 
of Annandale and Hartfield, the lords Er- 
ſkine, Seaton, Drummond, Fleming, John- 
ſton, Maderty, and others, were now all 
joined with him) was to ſend the ſaid mar- 

uis, and with him the lord Ogilby, into the 
fad for levying all the horſe in Annandale, 
Dumfries, &c. to join in the ſervice. - And 
at that time arrived from the king, Sir Robert 
Spotſwood (who having been formerly pre- 
ſident of the ſeſſion, was now, ſince Lanerk's 
defection, ſecretary, of ſtate) and delivered 
to Montroſe his majeſty's commiſſion, con- 
ſtituting him captain general, and deputy-go- 
vernor of Scotland, with ample power to 
make knights, ſummon parliaments, &c. 
Whereupon he did preſently knight Alexan- 
der Macdonald, and next appointed a parlia- 
ment to fit at Glaſgow upon October twen⸗ 
tieth, which he cauſed to be proclaimed at 
the mercat croſſes of Edinburgh, Linlithgow, 
and Glaſgow. | | T% 
But, in the mean time, his adverſaries, 


who had fled to Berwick, were not idle; for 


the Scots army being then at the ſiege of 


Hereford, near Wales, they called for Da- 


vid Leſley, with his whole ſtrength of horſe, 


to come home, who wrote back, that he 


ſhould make all the haſte. he could, and 
would come ſo ſtrong, as he made no que- 
ſtion to ſwallow up Montroſe, if he found 
him in the low country : But, on the other 
hand, in ca he I omg to retire to the 
3 high- 
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5 highlands, he would be forced to leave the 
= - buſineſs undone, and retreat, in regard the 
= country could not ſuſtain the burden of his 
horſe. Whereupon they wrote to the ear] 
of Tullibardine, in whom they had then great 
eonfidence, to advertiſe and aſſemble all their 
friends, both high and low, to ly betwist 
kim and the hills. 3 | 
But they found inſtruments nearer to them, 
whoſe actings contributed more to their de- 
ſign, Whether intentionally, or by accident, 
I ſhall not determine; thoſe were the earls 
of Roxburgh and Home, whom they ſent 
meſſengers to Montroſe, to congratulate his 
fucceſs, and to ſhew how earneſtly they 
deſired to come like themfefves, and to 
join with him; but that whilſt they endea- 
voured levies, they. found their friends and 
followers obſtinately unwilling to engage, 
until Montroſe himſelf ſhould come upon the 
place, which, if he thought fit to do, they 
would undertake for the whole country to 
join him. His anſwer to them was, That he 
ſhould ſend orders to the marquis of Dou- 
glas, and lord Ogilby, to come towards them 
with their forces, in order to further their le- 
vies: But they left it not ſo, but, by new 
meſſengers, ſent to him again, ſhewing that 
nothing but his own preſence could ſatisfy 
that country; and therefore entreated him, 
by the moſt inſinuating arguments they could 
aſe, to come thither in perſon; ſo that he, 
at length, condeſcended, altho?* many m 


n 
SY 
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him diſallowed it, and divers emergents fell 
out, which mighr have diſſuaded him fror 


it; as, Firſt, The men of Athol, and Mac- 
- lean's men, muſt needs go home, and repair 


their buildings, which bad been burnt; nor 
could they be diverted from it. Next, Sir 
Alexander Macdonald would needs go to Ar- 
gyle, to revenge the injuries done to his fa- 


ther and friends, and carried with him, be- 


ſides a ſtrong party of Iriſh to be his life: guard, 
above 500 Scots highlanders, whom he had 
gained to deſert the public ſervice, and to 
follow him. Montroſe dealt moſt ſeriouſly 
with him to have ſtaid until they had been 
abſolute conquerors, promiſing then to go 
thither himſelf, and be concurring with him 
in puniſhing! them as they deſerved; and 


withal told him, That his ſeparating at this 


time muſt be the occaſion of ruin to them 
both: Bur all was to no purpoſe, he would 
needs be gone; and, for a reaſon, enlarged 
himſelf, in reckoning up the marquis of Ar- 
gyle's cruelties againſt his friends; who, as 
he ſaid, did four years ago draw his father 
and brother to Inverary upon truſt, and then 
made them priſoners; and ſince, his friends 
having retired to the iſles of Jura and Rach - 
len for ſhelter, ſent Arkinglaſs, and the cap- 
tain of Skipneſs, to the ſaid ifles to murder 
them, which, ſaid he, they did without mercy, 


ſparing neither women nor children: With 
theſe diſcourſes he juſtified his departing, and 


would not be hindered. As alſo, after that 
Montroſe had begun his march, which was 
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zoo THE'MEMOIRS OF 
upon September fourth, the lord Aboyne de. 
ſerted him, and carried away with him not 
only his friends of the name of Gordon, ex. 
cept colonel Nathaniel, but alſo all the nortn, 
land horſe. This unexpected falling away, 
made Montroſe ſee his error, in keeping ſo 
open a leagure at Bothwel, whereby men 
came to be admitted, that had thus debauch- 
end his army. Yet went he forward, and 
now having with him only ſome noblemen, 
and about 200 gentlemen that had joined 
him at Bothwel, together with 700 foot, 
*whereof moſt part Iriſn, he quartered at Cran- 
ſton kirk upon Saturday September ſixth. 
There he got — — that David 
Leſley was already come the length of Ber: 
wick, with an irreſiſtible power of horſe. As 
alſo a friend of bis at home, having, by pro- 
vidence, met with a copy of David Leſley's 
letter from Hereford, to the lords at Ber wick, 
and of theirs to the earl of Tullibardine, in re- 
lation thereto, had ſent them to the lord Er- 
ine, who, the next morning, acquainted 
-Montroſe with the ſame, and told him from 
whom be had them. Montroſe acknowledg- 
-ed his worth and faithfulneſs that ſent them, 
but withal he ſaid, that his fervency in the 
cCauſe made him more afraid than he needed, 
and was fo far from taking warning to retire, 
that, there being a fatality in the buſineſs, 
he marched ſouthward ſooner than before he 
intended: For, whereas at his coming thi- 
ther, he deſigned to have reſted on Sunday, 
and hear Dr. Wiſhart preach, now he *

ſermon, preſently advanced towards Strath- 


gale. And being there, the marquis of Dou- 


glas, and lord Ogilby, came. to him with 
their levied troops, as alſo upon the morrow 


he was ſaluted by the earl of Traquair, who 
having, with many oaths, aſſerted his fide- 


lity, did frankly undertake to advertiſe him 
of David Leſley's motions; and, for a teſti- 
mony of his honeſt meaning, the next day 
ſent his ſon the lord Linton, with a troop of 
horſe to attend him. | | 


| Montroſe marched thence forward to Kel- 
ſo, expecting to have found the earls of Rox- 


burgh and Home; but, by a party of-David 
Leſley's horſe, they were — ere then 
carried priſoners to Berwick; whereof he be- 
ing informed, and that the party had been cal- 
led for by Roxburgh himſelf, he ſaw then the 
treachery; and therefore preſently marched 
weſtward to Selkirk, where he arrived upon 


Friday, September twelfth, purpoſing to 


have the next day turned his face to the 
north, and never ceaſed marching until he 


had reached the hills: But herein he was 


prevented; for the next morning, the day 


being ſo dark through fog and miſt, that his 
ſcouts could make no diſcovery, David Le- 
ſley and his army were upon the place before 
he was aware. The ſurprizal was generally 
attributed to ſome advertiſement Traquair 


had ſent him, concerning Montroſe his weak- 
neſs: For, it was known, that after David 
uth, 
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ed that reſolution, and having diſcharged the 
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de did nevertheleſs march northward to Lo. 


thian, and there at Glad{muir concluded, in 
a council of war, to advance weſtward to. 
wards the foot of the Grampian hills, and 
attend his return; yet having gotten a pri. 
vate advertiſement, he did, contrary to that 
concluſion, prefently turn to the ſouth, and 
go to him, whereat his conforts wondered, 
That Traquair had ſent the advertiſement, 
It was eſteemed the more probable, becauſe, 
at midnight, before the battle, he privately 
called away his ſon the lord Linton and his 
troop, without giving any notice thereof to 
Montroſe. ' However, upon Saturday, Sep- 
tember thirteenth, David Lefley fell on; the 
marquis of Douglas's new-levied prickers did 
all flee at the firſt, being near their own 
Homes, the reſt ſtood to it, until they were 
almoſtincloſed;- and then Montroſe, with the 
Horſe-retired, ſo that ere night the moſt part 
of them being jomed; he was reckoned to be 
about 1 50 horſe in train, only ſome were | 
miſſing, who having miſtaken the way, and 
fled in ſeveral paths, were taken by the coun- 
try people, and delivered to the victors, viz. 
the earl of Hartfield, the lords Drummond, 
and Ogilby, Sir Robert Spotſwoed, Sir A- 
Jexander-Lefley of Auchintoul, Sir William 
Rollok, 'Sir Philip Nisber, William Murray 
brother to the earl of Tullibardine, Alexan- 
der Ogilby of Innerquharity, Nathaniel Gor- 
don, Mr. Andrew Guthry fon to the biſhop 
of Murray, and others.

Montroſe's foot, fo ſoon as the horſe were 
gone, drew to a little fold, which they main- 
tained, until Stuart the adjutant, being a-- 
mongſt them, procured quarter for them from. 
David Lefley; whereupon they delivered up. 
their arms, and came forth to a plain field, as 
they were directed. But then did the church 
men quarrel, that quarter ſnould be given to 
ſuch wretches as they, and declared it tõ be 
an act of moſt ſinful impiery to ſpare them, 
wherein divers of the noblemen complied 
with the clergy; and ſo they found out a di- 
ſtinction, whereby to bring David Leſley 
fairly off; and this it was, that quarter was 
only meant to Stuart the adjutant himſelf, 


but not to his company: After which, hav- 


ing delivered the adjutant to Middleton to be 
his priſoner, the army was let looſe upon 
them, and cut them all in pieces. 


The principal men that had gone off with 


Montroſe, were the marquis of Douglas, Lo- 
dovick earl of Crawfurd, and the lords Er- 
cine, Fleming, and Napier, who, as they 
advanced, did overtake the reſt of the horſe, 
who had fled more timeouſly. Thoſe who 
being taken by the country people, were de- 
livered to the victors, and were by them ſent 
_ to ſeveral priſons; moſt of them to: the caſtle 


of Edinburgh, ſome to the caſtle of Stirling, 


and ſome to other places, there to be kept 
until they ſhould: reſolve about the time and 
place of their execution. Only two Iriſh 


commanders, who happened to be taken,

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were, preſently diſpatched; thoſe were colo- 
nel O-kyan, and major Laghlin, two whom 
Montroſe had in great eſteem, who being 
brought to Edinburgh, were, without delay, 

Hanged upon the Caſtle-hill. . 
Montroſe, and his party, paſſed through 
Strathern to Athol, where he did preſently 
levy 400 foot; and, having appointed the reſt 
to be in a readineſs againſt his return, with 
thoſe and the horſe that came with him from 
the field, he marched to Mar, where the 
lord Erſkine made his people to join, and 
- .thence to the marquis of Huntley's bounds, 
where he found no ready obedience; for the 
marquis having left Strathnaver, where he 
formerly lurked, and now being returned 
Home, did his uttermoſt to ſpoil the bulinels 
in Montroſe's hands, which ſome aſcribed 
to his envy of Montroſe's glory, and others 
to ſome” influence the earl of Lanerk had 
upon him, whoſe kinſman he was. 
Being diſappointed of the help he expected 
from Huntley, his care was the greater to 
Have Macdonald join him again; therefore 
' be ſent to Argyle, his adjutant-general, to 
= we all the perſuaſions he could for his return, 
but all in vain; for, on no terms, could he 
pe moved to concur with Montroſe in the 
5 ſervice; and ſo they never met again. 

David Leſley, after his victory, brought 
his army forward to Lothian, and from thence 
convoyed the committee of eſtates, and the 
eommiſſion of the church, to Glaſgow, where 
they ſate ſome days, adviſing what farther 
FE courle 
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Bennet, moderator in Mr. Douglas's abſence, 
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courſe was to be taken againſt Montroſe; 


and, withal, concluded preſently, to give 


David Leſley, for a token of their gratitude,

they reſolved to carry the army to Angus, 


where, after the carſe of Gowry was Py 
well exhauſted, they appointed the hea 


quarters to be at Forfar, and the army re- 
maining there, both the committee of e- 
ſtates, and commiſſion of the church fate - 
dowh at Perth; ow onuy 2d bores, 

— The commiſſion, being proud of the late 
noo was now more violent than former- 
ly ; fo that the firſt buſineſs taken into eonſi- 
deration, was, that ſuch of the miniſtry as 
had not mourned for Montroſe's victory at 
Kilſyth, might be cenſured: Whereupon 


they deſcended to examine into every man's 
deportment, whom they ſuppoſed to be dil- . 


affected to their way; and, being helped by

fore he allowed them all to let their friends 
capitulate for their off-coming; which was 
done; and himſelf, and the earl of Airly, who 

never abandoned him, went towards Hunt- 
ley's country again, to ule farther means for 
engaging him; where he found him embarked 
in a courſe, which put him out of hope. 
And this it was, viz. That, by virtue of the 
commiſſion from his majeſty, whereby he had 
taken arms in the year 1643, before Mon- 
troſe entered the country, he choſe now a- 
gain to-leap out, and, with the aſſiſtance af 
his friends, to aſſert the king's intereſt in 
thoſe parts, not acknowledging Montroſe. 
This troubled Montroſe, conſidering that 
hereby he ſhould be robbed of the gentlemen 

of the name of Gordon, in whom conliſted 
the ſtrength of his horſe; and therefore he re- 
ſolved, by all means, to court the marquis 
of Huntley, for an union of their forces and 
intereſts, and, to that effect, ſtaid a long time 
in thoſs: part., i ene 
In the mean while, there being throughout 
the country a general groaning under the 
burden of David Leſley's army; for remedy

| whereof, the committee reſolved to keep at 
home only a brigade under Middleton's com. 
mand, to wait Montroſe's motions; and that 
David Lefley, with the reſt, ſhould return to 
England: So immediately he marched away 
to Newcaſtle, where the Scots army then lay, 
having, after his coming to Scotland, retired 
without ſucceſs from the ſiege of Hereford; 
and from Neweaſtle, very ſhortly after, both 
he and the reſt went forwards to Newark upon 
Trent, to join with general Pointz, who had 
already beleaguered that town. 
The parliament met at St. Andrews upon 
November twenty-ſfixth, and thither were 
brought from ſeveral priſons thoſe that had 
been taken after the fight of Philiphaugh, to 
receive their doom, which Middleton's priſo- 
ner, Stuart, the adjurant, having notice of, 
found the way to make his eſcape, and went 
* to Montroſe. Two noblemen, the ear! 
Ft Hartfield, and lord Ogilby, being ap- 
pointed to ſuffer firſt, the night before the 
execution, Ogilby eſcaped out of the caſtle 
of St. Andrews, in his ſiſter's clothes, who, 
in his ſtead, lay in bed till he was gone; and 
Argyle conceiving this to be done by the 
means of the Hamiltons, in whom Ogilby had 
ſpecial intereſt, his mother being daughter of 
Thomas earl of Haddington, and himſelf 
thereby couſingerman to Crawfurd-Lindlay; 
therefore, to pay it home, he would needs 
have the earl of Hartfield ſpared, whole 
death they were thought to thirſt after 38 
earneſtly as Argyle 4 Ogilby's.

firſt that was executed, was Sir Robert Spotſ-

Whereupon Middleton drew his army thi- 
ther, and upon refuſing to ſurrender, brought 
à number of great ordnance from Stirling.

caſtle. And, for ſome days after their ſet. 
tling there, his majeſty was courteoully uſed; 
fo that his friends had opportunity to ſpeak 
_ privately with him; and of them, ſome ſug. 
geſted how, beſides noblemen that had the 
charge in the army, there were many officers 
of fortune that favoured him; ſo that if Da. 
vid Leſley could be gained, the whole army 
might have been made to own him; for old 
Leſley, ſince his flight at Marſton moor, was 
in no eſteem among. them. 
The king, in order to gain him, ſent to 
him his own brother, and allowed him to 
give him aſſurance of the earldom of Orkney 
f 2 a reward, and what, more he would de- 
fire: Whereupon he took the matter to ad- 
viſe upon, promiſing ere long to give his an- 
ſwer.

By this time the marquis of Argyle was 


returnedfrom Ireland, and upon May twenty: 
\ ninth, went to the king, and with him Cray. 
furd-Lindiay, and the earl of Morton; as 
alſo the chancellor returning from London, 
came that day to Newcaſtle, and all of them 
having kiſſed the king's hand, the chancellor, 
Argyle, Crawfurd-Lindſay and Balmerino, en- 
tered upon the main point with David Le. 
fley, and, at length; obtained aſſurance, that 
he ſhould not be tempted by the king's offers 
to engage for him, until Argyle went firſt to 
London, and returned again. And ſo leay- 
ing there, to hold David Leſley right, the 
chancellor, Crawfurd-Linday, and Balmerino; 

Argyle did preſently begin his journey. 
The general aſſembly met at Edinburgh 
upon June third. The firſt thing that de. 
curred in it was a letter from the commiſſion 
ers at London, wherein they were ſo inge. 
nuous as to tell them, there was {mall hopes 
of ſettling Presbyterian diſcipline in England. 
Whereupon the leaders in the aſſembly put 
the beſt gloſs they could on it, leſt ſuch a 
were diſaffected to their way, ſhould take 
advantage from it to argue againſt their pro- 
ceedings.

The commiſſion + the church meeting im- 
mediately after, diſallowed this agreement, 
as contrary to the covenant, and petitioned 
the committee of eſtates to reverſe it. Like. 
_ wiſe they themſelves went on in an eccleſia- 
ſtical way, and upon July twenty-ſeventh 
excommunicated the earl of Airly, Gorthy, 
Inchbraky, Macdonald, Stuart the N 
| 's | . 
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the tutor of Strowan, and John Stuart of 
Shireglaſs, bailie of Athol. Notwithſtand- 
ing which, Middleton adhered to the condi- 


ions, and ſo my the laſt of July the mar- 
e 


quis of Montroſe having drawn his army to a 
rendezvous at Rattray, after a long oration 
to them, disbanded them all. 'The Iriſh, and 
with them Lodovick earl of Crawfurd, went. 
weſtward towards Argyle, there to embark 
for Ireland, whence Crawfurd went ſtraight 
to Spain, to crave arrears due to him by 
that king. The earl of Airly, and all the 
Scots, retired to their own homes: And 
Montroſe himſelf, and Urry, to Old Mon- 
troſe, his principal dwelling-houſe, to pre- 
are for the ſea; where, after fome days a- 
bode, they fell, by providence, upon a ſhin, 
which tranſported them ſafe to Norway: 
And from thence they went ro Holland, 
and afterwards to France, to wait upon the 
queen. is 17 yy 
Before this time Argyle had done the bu- 
ſineſs, for which he went to London, having 
the better ſucceſs, becauſe of duke Hamil- 
ton's being there to concur with him; for, 
long ere now, the duke had left Pendennis, 
the place of his confinement, and was actually 
joined to the Scots commiſſioners at London. 


So they having communicated to their friends 


in the parliament of England, how neceſſary 
it was to oblige David Lefley, for keeping 
the Scots army fixed, and that in regard of 
the offers the king had made him, a ſmall 
thing would not do it; therefore it was re-

ſolved preſently to ſend him ſuch a preſent 
as might undoubtedly gain him: Which be. 
ing performed, he would afterwards hear no 
more of owning the king, whereby all his 
majeſty”s friends in the army were eon rag- 
ed, and fo nothing was attempted for him. 
The earl of Morton, who, before the rebel. 
lion, had gotten from him his life-rent of Ork. 
ney, now obtained an hereditary right to it. 
As alſo Crawfurd-Lindſay had the trea- 
ſurer's place ſettled upon him, which for- 
merly, without his majeſty's allowance, he 
had poſſeſſed himſelf of by the parliament's 
grant: For now his majeſty was reduced to 
ſuch a poſture, that he muſt grant whatever 
they pieaſed to demand. hi 4 
Dilke Hamilton, the marquis of -Argyle, 
+ Lauderdale, and the reſt of the Scots com- 
miſſioners, having often met with a commit- 
tee of the Engliſh parliament, for adviſing 
what was next to be done in reference to the 
king; the reſult was, once more to ſend | 
propoſitions to him, and thoſe being accorded 
upon, the parliament nominated the earls of 
Pembroke and Suffolk, Sir Walter Earle, and 
Sir John Hippeſly, Robert Goodwin, and 
Tuuke Robinſon, to repair to Newcaſtle, and 
preſent them to his majeſty. * pp

Duke Hamilton was the firſt that informed 
his majeſty thereof, who arriving at New- 
caſtle, July ſeventeenth, did preſently kiſs 
the king's hand; at which inſtant of time, the 
day having till then been fair and pleaſant, 
there began a terrible thunder, with light- 
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ning and rain, which continued extraordinary 


all the night. And upon the twenty-fourth, 
came the eee e of Argyle, and as he kiſſed 
the king's hand, juſt the like thunder, light- 
ning and rain, as had been the other day, be- 
gan and continued all the night alſo. Albeit 
there was nothing miraculous in thoſe ſudden 


and unexpected changes of weather; yet, in 


regard the ſame came without any preceding 
appearance, and happened preciſely at the 


very moment of time, wherein thoſe two 


kiſſed his majeſty's hand, many, who were no 


aſtronomers, made their obſervations there- 
upon. e FA 
e the twenty · fifth arrived the Engliſh 
commiſſioners, and preſented to his majeſty 
the propoſitions, entreating a ſpeedy anſwer 
thereto, in regard their inſtructions allowed 
them but ten days ſtay in that place. The 
king having conſidered the propoſitions at 
length, anſwered. © That unto many of them 
he ſhould gladly accord, for peace ſake, 


but amongſt them there were ſome inter- 


% mixed, whereunto he could not aſſent, un- 
“ leſs he would un-king himſelf,” The pro- 
poſitions came hither in print, dated at Weſt 
minſter, July eleventh, 1646, whereof I 
ſhall only inſert thoſe, againſt which his ma- 
jelly was ſaid to except moſt. I. It was cra- 
ved, that the king ſhould ſign the league and 
covenant, approve of the aſſembly of divines, 
and the whole proceedings of both parlia- 
ments. II. That for the time to coma} the 
parliament ſhould chuſe the officers of ſtate,

lords of council, chief judges, and barons of 
the exchequer. III. That the tower of Lon- 
don be in the city's power. IV. That all ho- 
nours conferred by the king ſince May 1642, 
be declared void; and none who get ho- 
nours hereafter, to ſit in parliament without 
the conſent of the parliament. The like for 
Scotland. V. That in England be excepted 
from pardon, princes Rupert and Maurice, 
_ earls of Derby, Briſtol and Newcaſtle, lords 
Cottington, Digby, Hopton and Jermyn, 
with many knights and eſquires more: And, 
in Scotland, the marquiſſes of Huntley and 
Montroſe, Lodovick earl of Crawfurd, the 
earls of Nithſdale, Traquair, Carnwath and 
Airly, lords Gordon, Ogilby, Herreis and 
Rea, general Ruthven, general King, biſhop 
Maxwell, the younger lairds of Drum and 
Gig, Sir Alexander Leſley of Auchintoul, 
colonel Cochran, Gorthy, and Macdonald. 
VI. That the reformation of England be ſet- 
tled by act of parliament, in ſuch manner as 
both houſes ſhall agree upon, after conſul: ' 
tation had with the aſſembly of divines. 
VII. And concerning the militia, that the par. 
liament for twenty years, from the firſt of 
July 1646, have the full and ſole power 
thereof, and neither the king nor his ſucceſ- 
ſors exerciſe any part thereof. The like for 
Scotland. And after the ſaid twenty years, 
in all caſes wherein the parliament ſhall de- 
vlare the ſafety of the kingdom concerned, 
" and hall thereupon paſs bills for raiſing and 
employing forces by ſea or land: — the

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king and his ſucceſſors ſhall be obliged to ra- 


tify the bills, or otherwiſe the ſame, wanting

Theſe were talked of to be the articles to 
which his majeſty was moſt averſe; ſo he 
moved to the commiſſioners, that they would 
be pleaſed to divide the articles, and accept 
ſatisfaction from him in thoſe he could yield 


to; but they replied, All or none. Where

upon he told them, That ſince they were 
ſo inſtructed, it was not his fault that they 
*« parted without accommodation, but theirs, 
« who had appointed them to preſs ſuch 


things wherennto he could not confent, 


* without wronging his inward peace, which 
« was dearer to him than his life; and that 
© therefore he behoved to diſmiſs them 
with a refuſal, and take his hazard of 
© what might follow;” adding only that of 
the poet, „ 


Qui jacet in funds, non habet unde cadat. 


So that upon Auguſt ſecond, the Engliſh 
commiſſioners removed from Neweaſtle home- 
wards, and the next day the chancellor, 
marquis of Argyle, and earl of Dunferm- 
line, offered to his majeſty to go up, and treat 
with the parliament for a mitigation of the 
articles. Whether or not his majeſty truſted 
them, and expected any good from * 15 
h Oudt-

doubtful: But the royaliſts, who well knew 
their ways, ſpared not to fay, That their 
treating would end in a bargam. _ 
Thoſe being gone for London, duke Ha- 
milton, Crawfurd-Lindfay, and Lanerk, part. 
ed next from his majeſty, and came for Scot- 
land. And immediately after, the general and 
his committee began to talk of guarding the 
king; which that it might be handſomely 
done, and upon ſome ſhew of reaſon, Wil- 
Ham Murray of the bed chamber, furniſhed 
a pretext; ſuggeſting privately to his majeſty 
ſometbing concerning an eſcape, and offering 
to make his way, and have a ſhip in ready 
neſs to tranſport him. What entertainment 
dis majeſty gave to the motion, is uncer- 
tain; but, before the time came which Wil 
ham Murray had fer, it was fo divulged, 
that there was no other diſcourſe throughout 
the army, but of William Murray's plot to 
carry away the king; and thereupon a guard 
of ſoldiers was preſently planted at his cham- 
ber-door, both ä without; whereby 
his majeſty was not only deprived of liberty, 
but alſo of quietneſs and retirement; and 
having an antipathy. againſt tobacco, was 
much perplexed, by reaſon of their continual 
ſmoaking by him. William Murray there- 
fore retired to London, where the Scots 
commiſſioners cauſed him to be impriſoned 
for a time; yet was that interpreted by ma- 
lignants to be done in policy alſo, that the 
| king hearing of his ſuffering for that attempt, 
might believe that his part had been honeſt 
. ns towards 
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him afterwards, whereby he might yet do 
them more ſervice. „ 

And as to the king's reſtraint, his majeſty 
knowing that the general and his committee 
ated according as the great ones preſcribed 
to them; therefore did he interpret it to have 
been reſolved on betwixt them and the Eng- 


liſh-commiſſioners before their parting from 
Newcaſtle, and committed to the general to 


be done when they were gone, which made 
him apprehenſive of worſe to follow. Yet 
duke 2 at parting, having given him 
ample aſſurance of engaging the committee 
of eſtates to own him; and his majeſty con- 
ſidering that he, having now the advantage of 
the chancellor, Argyle and Wariſton's ab- 
ſence, was able to rule the committee at his 
pleaſure, entertained thereupon ſome glimpſe 
of hope. And indeed the ſtately way of the 
duke's entry wrought upon many of the ſim- 
pler ſort throughout the land, to expect ſome 


good by him: For his grace, with Crawfurd- 


Lindſay and Lanerk, having come together 
to the Beel, where his natural ſiſter was lady, 
Crawfurd and Lanerk-went immdiately to E- 
dinburgh, where they arrived upon Auguſt 


ſixth; but the duke ſtaid at Beel till the e- 


leventh, on which day, being accompanied 
by his friends, amounting to 400 horſe, his 


grace came to Edinburgh in pomp, and next 


day went to the committee, on foot, with the 
fame attendance; where it was reſolved to 


call, againſt the eighteenth day, the whole 
members 


towards him; and, upon that account, truſt 
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members of the committee of eſtates, and the 
lords of the ſecret council, to meet for de. 
bating, Whether to own the king, or call 
'# 3 the army, and leave him to the Eng. 
 - Againſt that day they all convened, and 
ſo did the commiſſion of the church alſo. 
And, afer ſome debate upon the queſtion, it 
was concluded, That, before they made any 
progreſs towards a reſolution, firſt, Three of 
every eſtate ſhould be ſent to the king to deal 
with his majeſty 5 to ſign the Engliſh propoſi- 
tions. Thoſe nominated for that employ- 
ment were, duke Hamilton, the earls of Craw. 
furd-Lindſay, and Caſſils, the lairds of Free. 
land, Garthland, and Brodie, Sir Alexander 
Wedderburn clerk of Dundee, Ed ward Ed. 
gar bailie of Edinburgh, and William Glen- 
dinning burgeſs of Kircudbright. All which 
went away upon September ſecond. 
The commiſſion of the church ſate ſtill to 
attend their return, and in the mean time fell 
upon the laird of Halyburton's bill, remitted 
to them, by the late aſſembly, concerning 
conventicles kept in the Merſe by Mr. James 
Guthry, Mr. 0 4 Simpſon, and their ad- 
herents. But although many things were 
proved againſt them, which were very groſs 
and offenſive, yet the plurality of the com- 
miſſion voted them not cenſurable. From 
which divers ſound and reverend miniſters 
diſſented, and urged that their diſſent might 
be recorded in the commiſſion book; which 
was done. The commiſſion proceeded next 
| to 
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both high and low, to ſubſcribe and ſwear 


1 


to the cenſure of miniſters that had heen re- 
ferred to them, and having ſpent ſome hours 
in examination of witneſſes, dhe. the pro- 
nouncing of their ſentences till another time; 
in regard the commiſſioners being now re- 
turned from the king, they behoved to at- 
tend greater affairs. Upon September ſix- 
teenth, the commiſſioners made their report 
unto the committee, which was, That his 
majeſty refuſed to ſign thoſe propoſitions. 
Whereupon the committee fate divers days 
after upon the debate, and thoſe that truly 
favoured the king, did not enforce their opi- 
nion by reaſons taken from his intereſt (his e- 
nemies being ſo paughty, as that would have 
been eſteemed malignancy in the higheſt de- 
gree) but from the account of reformation; 


that ſeeing the reaſon given in the year 
1643, for carrying the army into England, 


was to purſue the reformation; how then 
could they withdraw the army, when that 
end was not yet obtained? The commiſſion 
of the church hearing thereof, ſent Mr. Ro- 
bert-Blair and Mr. David Dickſon, Mr. An- 
drew Cant and Mr. James Guthry, to the 


committee of eſtates, to deſire that they 


ſhould no longer defer their reſolution to call 
home the army upon the account of the re- 
formation, becauſe they could not preſs mens 


conſciences. 'This was eſteemed by royaliſts 


to be very contrary to the method they took 
in the year 1643, when they impoſed fo far 


upon mens conſciences, as to conſtrain many, 


the 
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the league and covenant much againſt their | 
inclinations. However, the reſult of the de. 
bate was, That the determination of the 
queſtion ſhould be ſupended, until the meet- 
ing of the parliament upon November third, 
And when this came to be noiſed throughout 
the land, none were ſo {imple but that they 
ſaw the plot, how by that time the chance. 
lor, Argyle and Wariſton, would be return. 
ed, to carry the buſineſs againſt the king; MI. 
and ſo they ſpared not to talk liberally, that 
duke Hamilton, and his brother Lanerk, who 
being able, in their abſence, to have done in 
the committee whatſoever they pleaſed, had 
+4 brought the matter to that paſs, 
"In And indeed it would appear, that the de- 
| ferring of the buſineſs until the fitting of the 
| parliament, had not been carried over the 
duke's belly and his brother's, but was con- 
ſonant to ſome concluſion, which had been 
agreed unto at Newcaſtle, ' betwixt them and 
theſe at London; in regard the chancellor and 
Argyle, at their coming thither, did give af-' 
ſurance to the Engliſh parliament, that no- 
thing would be reſolved upon at home before 
the meeting of the Scots parliament in No- 
vember. And, upon that account, the Eng- 
liſh parliament appointed a grand committee 
to treat with them upon the ſubject. And 
being met, the Engliſh pleaded, That they 
ſhould have the ſole power of diſpoſing of the 
king, ſeeluding the Scots from any intereſt 
therein; and they, upon the other part, ur- 
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gecd, That ſeeing he was king of both na- 
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tions, both ſhould have equal power, eſpe* 
rially becauſe of the league and covenant, 
whereby both were tied to act jointly in all 
things. And that the honeſty of the Scots 
commiſſioners might be publicly underſtood, 
three of the chancellor's ſpeechestothateffe&, 
having been ſpoken at ſeveral meetings in the 
Painted 1 were ſent home, and print · 
ed at Edinburgh. However, the commiſſion- 
ers on both Fes came at length nearer to 
the point, viz. That if the Scots ſhould con- 
ſent to retire their army, and leave the king 


to them, it would be requiſite they ſnould 


have money, which the other were willing 
to give. And ſo, that being made the ſtate 


of the queſtion, © What will you give us, 


„and we will deliver him to you?“ The 
chancellor was left to concur with Lauder- 
dale and the other commiſſioners that reſided, 
there, to drive the bargain to a price; and the 
marquis of Argyle and Wariſton haſtened 
home, to attend the ſitting of the parliament. 

In the way, Wariſton got from the king 
the office of being his majeſty's advocate, 
become vacant by the death of Sir Thomas 
Hope; as alſo the rent of the chapekroyal, 
vacant by the death of Mr. Henderſon, had 
lately been beſtowed upon Mr. Robert Blair. 
Nor was his majeſty to be blamed for gratify- 


ing them, not being then in a capacity to re- 


fule whatſoever they preſſed. And, on the 
other part, although they pretended con- 


ſcience for their acting againſt him, yet their 


conſciences were ſo tractable, that they would 
| give

give them leave to receive benefits from him. 
The only misfortune was, that Mr. Robert 
Douglas being diſpleaſed that Blair, and not 
himſelf, ſhould catch that morſel, did after. 
wards look more ſourly upon the king than 
before. eee 
The parliament ſate down upon Novem- 
ber third. The firſt thing that occurred, was 
a letter from Middleton, for more forces to 
be ſent him, to ſuppreſs the Gordons; and 
fo Henry Barclay's regiment, with two 
more, were ordered to march northwards 
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to him. 5", 4.7 5 
5 Afterwards Middleton's capitulation with 
EE - Montroſe was ratified, notwithſtanding that, 
beſides the commiſſion of the church, the 
1 marquis of Argyle, and all his faction, oppo- 
ſed the ſame; ſo great was the duke's power 
at that time. And thoſe leſſer things being 
done, the royaliſts dealt with his grace, that 
he would be pleaſed to bring in the main bu- 
ſineſs, concerning the owningof the king. And, 
in particular, the laird of Innerpeffer, who 
was a commiſſioner for Angus, having tried 
the pulſe of the moſt part of the commiſſion- 
. ers, and found them right for his majeſty, 
went to the duke, and beſought his grace, 


5 that, without delay, it might be gone about, 
mT aſſuring him that now it would carry for the 
8 king by thirty voices; whereas, if it were de- 


layed, the Argilians and commiſſioners of the 
church intrigued fo buſily, as it might be fear- 
ed, they would, in progrels of time, draw a 


way ſo many that the cauſe would be loſt. 
a + "The 


The duke thanked him for his affection to 
the king, but, withal, entreated he would 
leave the timing of the buſineſs to him, Who 
knew beſt to take an opportunity for it. 
Likeas, the week following, Innerpeffer, 
finding that ſome of thoſe who formerly had 
given him aſſurance, were already changed, 
{ent Sir John Hamilton juſtice-clerk, to the 
duke again, to ſhew that by reaſon of mens 
jnconſtancy, now they could only carry it by 
15 voices; andif it weredelayed a week more, 
all hope would be gone; and therefore hum- 
bly beſought his grace preſently to fall to it; 
but the anſwer he ſent by Sir John, was the 
ſame he had formerly given. And, indeed, 
it was the fifteenth of December before his 
grace made any mention of it; and then a 
grand committee being. appointed to conſider 
of the buſineſs, there were letters from the 
commiſſioners at London preſented, ſhewing, 
that they were ſo far advanced in the way of 
agreeing with the parliament of England, as 
to receive 200,000 l. Sterling in hand; and 
public faith for as much more to be paid at 
terms, on condition they would rerire their 
army, and ſurrender the king without an 
conditions for him. e ole it 
In regard the duke, on whom thoſe in the 
parliament depended who had a mind to own 
the king, lingered to table the buſineſs, until 
thoſe letters came; they colle&ed, that not- 
withſtanding his profeſſions to the contrary, 
he was in the ſame bottom with the reſt; and 
therefore the moſt part of them reſolved to 
1 55 | | com- 
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comply, left otherwiſe they ſhould draw upon 
themſelves the wrath of that faction; and, in 
the mean time, be able to do no good. And 
that the grand committee might go on the 
more unanimouſly, the commiſſion of the 
church publiſhed a warning, tending to keep 


in with the parliament of England, and not 
to own the king. After which the commit. 


tee's opinion to the parliament was, That 
et once mote, two of every eſtate ſhould 
e ſent to the king, for requiring him to ſign 
the propoſitions, with certification, that if he 


_ refuſed, they would retire their army, and 
leave him to the Engliſh, which the parlia- 


ment aſſented to: And thereupon nominated 
to go to his majeſty, with that commiſſion, 
the ear] of Lothian and lord Balcarras, the 
lairds of Garthland and Freeland; Edward 
Edgar, and William Glendinning, who. all 
went away upon December twenty-ninth. 
At this diſpatch the duke, and his brother 
Lanerk, ſpake a little againſt the tenor of the 
commiſſion, as being too peremptory, but 
were not contentious about it. And the mar- 
quis of Argyle, and his followers, who were 
accuſtomed to diſpenſe with them to make a 
ſtir in the beginning of every buſineſs, ſeeing 


in the end they ſuffered the reſolution to go 


their way, took little notice of it. Yea, the 
eommiſſioners of the church, who were worſe 
to ſatisfy, took no exceptions againſt them. 
In'token whereof, without any recommen- 
dation thereanent from the general aſſembly, 
they did, at their defire, relax, from the ſen- 

; tence 
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cence of excommunication, the earl of Sea- 
forth and e ix + two whom the mar- 
quis of Argyle held for his greateſt enemies. 
and upon that account did his utmoſt, that 
they might not obtain that favour... ; Sk 
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IN the firſt week of January came the laſt 
advertiſement from the commiſſioners at 
London, That now they had perfectly a- 
greed with the parliament of England to re- 
ceive the money above-mentioned; and to 
retire their army, and leave the king to them, 
without any conditions for him, or in rela- 
tion to our intereſt in him; as the act of the 
Engliſh parliament thereanent did bear, which 
they alſo ſent hither, and required a preſent 
anſwer. Hereupon the matter was again de- 
bated in parliament, until the return of the 
commiſſioners from Newcaſtle, with his ma- 
jeſty's laſt refuſal. And afterwards, upon Ja- 
nuary ſixteenth, by the voice of the houſe, it 
Was concluded, that according to the agree- 
ment of the commiſſioners above, the army 
ſhould retire, and the king be left to the Eng · 
liſh, without any conditions for him, or our

ſters of Edinburgh, Mr. Andrew Fairfoul

Sterling to 
the Scots commiſſary-general; whereupon 
followed the delivering up the king to them, 
which was upon Thuriday January twenty- 
eighth, at nine o'clock; and immediately af- 
ter the Scots army marched thence, and came 
homeward: The earl of Pembroke, who

For which end, David Leſley 
quartered his army in Strathallan, keeping 
his head-quarters in Dunblain, until the middle 
of May, at which time the marquis, having 
adjourned the committee of eſtates, came to 
Dunblain to guide the way to David Leſley 
and his army: And having begun their 
march upon May ſeventeenth, arrived at In- 
verary upon the twenty-firſt. From whence, 
upon the twenty-fourth, they advanced to 
Kintyre, where Macdonald was; his ſtrength 


was reckoned to be 1400 foot, and two troops 


of horſe. Macdonald ſkirmiſhed with them 
upon the twenty-fifth, from morning till 


night, but the next day himſelf, and his Iriſh, 
having boats in readineſs, fled to the ifles, and 
from thence to Ireland.

After this, they tranſported their army to 
Ulay, for reducing that iſland, and eſpecially 
a ſtrong caſtle therein, called Duniveg, where 
Macdonald had planted a garriſon. Rnd that 
being done, they turned homeward; but, 
before their arrival, had intelligence from 
England, that upon June fourth, cornet 
Joyce, with 1000 horſe, by Fairfax and 
CromwelPs orders, without the allowance of 
the parliament, had come to Holmby-houſe,

Callender 
returned long before the reſt, having gotten 
from the king ſundry grants, and among the 
reſt the office of ſheriff of Stirling-ſhire, which 
had belonged by inheritance to the houſe of 
of Mar, until the king would needs have the 
earl of Mar to reſign the ſame into his hands; 
and, in recompence thereof, and for ſatiſ- 
faction of ſome debts owing by his majeſty 
to him, gave him a leaſe of the lordſhip of

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he was not there to make oppoſition, have

_. Yet notwithſtanding theſe public methods, 
they neglected not to uſe more private means; 
among which this was one: Archibald lord 
Napier, a nobleman, for true worth and loy. 
alty inferior to none in the land, having in 
the year 1645, died in his majeſty's ſervice at 
_ Fancaſtle in Athol, the committee reſolved 
to raiſe his bones, and paſs a ſentence of fore- 
faulture thereupon; and, for that end, let- 
ters were raiſed, and ordained to be executed 
at the pier and ſhore of Leith againſt Archi- 
bald lord Napier his fon, then under exile 
for his loyalty, to appear upon 60 days warn- 
ing, and to hear and ſee the fame done. And 
when his friends were ſtartled at the noiſe 
of it, and made inquiry, what was meant by 
it,. they found it was only to draw money 
From the preſent lord Napier, for the uſe of 
Tome ſycophants that expected it; and fo 
they ES 5000 merks to that end, and 
thereupon the intended forefaulture was diſ- 
charged. 1 | 
This was not the firſt of the lord Napier's 
money they had gotten; for after Montroſe's 
removal, when he came home to ſettle his 
affairs, that he might alſo go abroad, the 
committee conſtrained him to pay them 2000]. 
Sterling, under the name of forefaultures, be- 
cauſe his late noble father and he had, in the 
year 1645, broken from their confinements, 
and joined Montroſe, and that with ſuch rigour, 
that albeir they owed him 8000 merks for 
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proviſions they had bought of his father, to- 
wards the ſubſiſtence of the army in the year 
1640, yet could he not obtain that the ſame 
ſhould be allowed in part of payment, but 
they made him deliver the faid ſum of 2000 l. 
Sterling intirely, without any ſatisfaction at 
all for the victuals. =, 
Whilſt thus they ruled in an arbitrary way, 
they were pleaſed to make themſelves merry 
with a ſpectacle, which was very tragical ; 
the lairds of Newton-Gordon, and Harthill 
the younger, being taken priſoners by Mid- 
dleton, had been ſent to the tolbooth of E- 
dinburgh, whom the committee condemned 
to die; and albeit before the execution of 
the ſentence, their friends had-procured and 
brought home for them the king's remiſſion, 
the ſame was not regarded, but notwithſtand- 
ing thereof, they were both beheaded at the 
Croſs of Edinburgh, for no other cauſe, ſo 
much as alledged, but their loyalty, having 
been in the king's ſervice, firſt under Mon- 
troſe, and afterwards under Huntley. Hart- 
hill ſuffered upon October twenty ſixth, and 
the other ſhortly after him. | 
Thereafter no new thing occurred, until 
November twentieth, at which time there 
came from the chancellor, Lanerk, Lauder- 
dale, and the reſt of the reſidentiaries at Lon- 
don, an advertiſement concerning the king's 
eſcape from Hampton-court; 'whereof the oc- 
caſion was faid to be a letter ſent him from 
{ome who pretended to be his friends, intimat-

Whereupon his 
majeſty, having left upon his table a letter for

ley, captain Leg, and Mr. Aſhburnham, 
and _ ſtraight towards the iſle, from 
whence colonel Hammond governor thereof, 
had come aſhore to attend his arrival in that 
place, and preſently received him, and car: 
ried him to Carisbrook-caſtle, within that iſle. 
Upon the notice thereof, the committee 
of _— and commiſhon of the church, 


3 did meet very ſolemnly December ſecond, 


where the firſt occurrence was an account 
from Middleton, that now the marquis of

a perſonal treaty with the king; his majeſty 
firſt condeſcending to four articles, viz. 1. To 
quit the militia for ever. 2. That the parlia- 
ment ſhould adjourn themſelves. as they plea- 
ſed. 3. That no noblemen created by him 
ſince his withdrawing himſelf from the parlia- 
ment, ſhould ſit in the houſe of peers, until 
the -parliament had ratified their creation. 
And, 4. That he ſhould diſclaim all edits,

iament. Upon this occaſion, the chancel- 
lor, Lanerk, Lauderdale, and the reſt of the 
qcommiſſioners, began to act in a new way; for, 
whereas formerly it had been their cuſtom to 
quarrel with the king for not granting enough 1 
to his parliament; now they alledged, that if Jn 
he ſhould ſign thoſe articles, he would ther- 
by grant too much, nay, more than was ei- 
Whereupon, at firſt, when thoſe four ar- 
ticles were drawn up by the parliament,

giving ſent to them, wherein it was deſired 
they would continue conſtant. e 
And when the parliament's commiſſioners 
went to the Iſle of Wight, to preſent unto 
the king thoſe preparatory propoſitions, and 
deſire that his majeſty would pleaſe to ſign 
the ſame, the Scots commiſſioners went thi- 
ther alſo, and, in his majeſty*s preſence, pro- 
teſted againſt his doing therobs; which pro- 
teſtation being by them fent home to the 
committee of eſtates, was mightily approved, 
The king being thus in a ſtrait betwixt 
two, did take the matter into conſideration 
for ſome time; and, in the mean time, the 
chancellor, Lauderdale, and Lanerk, did, 
with the profeſſion of much affection to him, 
inſinuate, that rather than his majeſty ſhould 
condeſcend to thoſe articles, it were better for 
him to make ſome farther ſteps, in giving 
Scotland ſome contentment anent the refor- 
mation; which, if his majeſty ſhould do, 
they would undertake that the whole king:

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N the fifteenth of January, his majefty

dantly, which he might well do, having from 
the year 1 643, till that time, reſided con-

The commiſſion of the church was the firſt

prejudice. The meſſage was well received 
by the. committee of eſtates; and ſo much 
the better, becauſe the marquis of Argyle 
backed it, who was now beginning to whiſ- 
per againſt the tranſactions in the Ule of 
Wight. So the committee of eſtates appoint- 
ed a committee, wherewith the commiſſion 
ot the church might correſpond, to conſider 
of the danger of religion, — of the monarchy. 
The members of this committee were to 
be three of every eſtate joined to the 57 
Ly 
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miſſioners, who the year paſt had been com- 
miſſionated to reſide at London: So of the 
nobility were choſen Duke Hamilton, the 
earls of Lanerk and Callender; for the chan- 
cellor and Argyle were of the number of the 
aforeſaid commiſſioners, and therefore need- 
ed not to be named; and the reaſon why La. 
nerk was named, was becauſe tho? of late he 
happened to be with the reſt of them at the 
Iſle of Wight, yet was he not in the liſt with 
thoſe who ſome years ago had been choſen to 
reſide conſtantly at London: And thoſe of the 
gentry were Bay; Lee and Tofts: And, 
for the burghs, Archibald Sydeſerf, with the 
commiſſioners of Dundee and St. Andrews. 
D pon Saturday the nineteenth came to E.

The commiſſion of the church became 
more and more averſe from approving the 
tranſactions with his majeſty at the Ill. ot. - 
Wight; and, at length, vored his majeſty's 
conceſſions, which the commiſſioners had 
then, in the name of the whole kingdom, ac- 
cepted as ſatisfactory, not to be ſatisfactory, 
yea, to be deſtructive of the covenant, and 

ſet forth a declaration to that purpoſe; all 
wich was carried in the en an by a plu- 
rality of voices, there being in the mean time 
divers reverend miniſters, who diſſented, and 
preſſed that their diſſent might be record- 
ed, viz. Thoſe who formerly owned his ma- 
jeſty, and ſome others alſo. Upon the no- 
tice of this declaration, the committee of e- 
ſtates pretended to be much diſpleaſed, but 
nothing followed thereupon. : 
The parliament met on Thurſday March 
ſecond, where the chancellor was elected pre- 
ſident thereof. The firſt debate that occurred 
in it, concerned commiſſioners; for it fell out, 
that in ſome ſhires there- were double ele- 
dtions, which came to paſs upon this occa- 
lon: The Argilians having tampered through- 
out the ſhires, that commiſſioners might be 
ſent, who would run their way; it fell out 
in ſome ſhires, that where the major part 
bad elected one that favoured the king, the 
other ſort pitched upon another of a contrary 
temper, and commiſſionated him.

the fame to Cromwell; that there was no 


cauſe of fear from England; and ſo no cen- 
ſure was inflited- for that correſpondence: 


And the duke, immediately after it was re- 


ſolved, retired to Hamilton, to look after his 
private affairs, having appointed the grand 


committee to lit nevertheleſs in his abſence. 


The marquis of Argyle, ſo ſoon as Strachan 
was fafely gone, went over to Fife, to deal 


with the gentry there, not 22 ſtand out, 
but to be in a readineſs to riſe upon the o- 


ther account, whenever the call ſhould be gi- 


ven. And having engaged Fife, he went 
next to Stirling-ſhire, where he found not the 
like ſucceſs. For none of the gentry in that 


ſhire complied with him, except the laird of 
Buchanan, and Sir William Bruce of Stane- 
houſe, with very few more, and thoſe of the 
inferior ſort. From thence, upon May twenty- 


firſt, the marquis removed to Dumbarton- 


ſhire, where he eaſily prevailed, in regard 
the. people thereof lying under his feet, muſt 


always be at his devotion; and from thence 
he haſted to a meeting with the lord chancel- 


lor, the earls of Caſſils and Eglinton, Mr. Da- 
vid Dickſon, and ſome other miniſters, which 
was-held at Eglinton's houſe, upon Monday, 

N „„ 7 
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May twenty ninth, and there having given 
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the people of Glaigow were lo frighted, that 


them an account of the inſtructions he had 
given to major Strachan, and of the ſucceſs 
be had in paſſing through the ſhires, they 


parted, and he went home to Argyle, to en- 
gage his own people and the iſles. 


By this time colonel Marſhall was returned, 
whole report to the committee was, That the 
parliament of England faid they would ſend 


their anſwer to their own commiſſioners, who 


reſided here. Thoſe were the carls of Not- 
tingham and Stanford; for theſe whom the 


lower houſe had ſent, viz. Mr. Aſhhurſt and 
Mr. Waller, had returned home in April, and 


with them Mr. Marſhall. 


The firſt report of diſobedience to the 
levy, which the committee received, was 
from Glaſgow; for remedy whereof, colonel 
William Urry, and colonel James Turner, 
who now had gotten Hepburn's regiment, 
were ſent weſt to ly at Glaſgow, until both 


city and country ſhould give obedience. The 


people of Glalgow, being diſaffected, uſed 


them ſo unkindly, that they were obliged to 


carry themſelves more rudely than other wiſe 
they would. Whereupon the people had that 
confidence, - as to ſend two of their bailies to 
Edinburgh, to complain of them to the com- 


mittee of eſtates, who, for undertaking ſuch 


a commiſſion, were imprifoned, and the reſt 


of the magiſtrates that had ſent them, cited 


to appear before the committee. This was 
done in the abſence of the duke; and, by it, 


they

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they promiſed hearty obedience in putting 4 
out their levy, which nevertheleſs they did 
not perform. 3h e «IM 
The next occurrence was, that the wives 
of Edinburgh began to appear upon the ſtreet 
again, and to act as. at the beginning, abu- 
ſing the members of che committee upon 
the ſtreet; yea, upon May twenty-ninth, 
they aſſaulted their own provoſt fo furiouſſy, 
that he was forced to retire into his houſe 
for ſhelter, and for {ome days after kept 
within, and durſt not appear. 
Upon May thirty-firſt, the lords and o- 
ther members of parliament returned, except 
the marquis of Argyle, the earls of Caſſils and 
Eglinton, and ſome others of their ſtamp; and 
the duke entering at the Weſt· port, rode 
through the town to Holyroodhouſe, accom- 
panied with 400 horſe: And the next day, 
June firit, the lords and gentry, having gone 
betimes to ſalute his grace, he choſe to walk 
on foot with them to the parliament-houle, 
where, in the way, ſome wives, who before 
had aſſaulted the provoſt, made bold to a- 
buſe the duke himſelf, and threw ſtones at 
him: Among whom the ringleader was one 
Graamed Kelty, who being ſearched for by 
the magiſtrates, hid herſelf, but her husband 
was impriſoned, till he ſhould produce her. 
The parliament being aſſembled, there ap- 
peared many miniſters and gentlemen from 
Fife, and the weſtern ſhires, to ſupplicate a- 
Bu the levy, whom Lothian, Balmerino, 
urleigh, and Warifton, aſſiſted. The ſup- 
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plications were referred to the grand commit:

ree of twenty-four; to the which, in regard of 


the abſence of ſome, were added three more of 


every eſtate, viz. Of the nobility, Dunferm- 
line, Balmerino, and Bargenny; of the gentry, 
Clerkinton, Manner, and Tillibodie; and of 
the burghs, James Lentron of St. Andrews, 
A ohn Ouchterlony of Aberbrothock, and A- 


lexander Strang for Forfar. The committee 
having conſidered thoſe ſupplications, rejected 


them; and, upon June ſeventh, gave in to the 


commiſſion of the church, by the earls of Craw- 
furd and Lauderdale, a declaration, which 
did no ways ſatisfy them; and therefore the 
next day, in their wrath, they removed 
Crawfurd out of their commiſſion, - wherein 
hitherto he had fate as a ruling elder, givi 


that for a chief reaſon for it, becauſe he ha 

not yet made his repentance for the intended 
combat betwixt him and the marquis of Ar- 
gyle. Thereafter the commiſſion of the kirk 


ave over any farther treating with the par- 
iament, as alſo ſent unto the ſeveral presby- 
terĩes, an act, ordaining all miniſters to preach 


_ againſt the engagement, under pain of depo- 


fition: The parliament made an act to the 


4 eontrary, but the moſt part of miniſters o- 
beyed the will of the commiſſion, becauſe 


they knew they were in earneſt; bur for the 


| parliament they knew not ſo well what they 


meant. And indeed, when ſuch as did not 


| obey the commiſſion, came after wards to be 
1 er for it, they found little ſympathy 


om the parliament- men.

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By this time, the colonels Urry, and Tur- 
ner, ſent word to the parliament, that thoſe 
in the weſt country, who oppoſed the levy, 
were like to draw to a head; whereupon the 
earl of Callender and Middleton were ap- 
inted to haſte weſtward with more forces. 
After which the parliament being certified, 
that, except in the weſt and Fife, the le 
was in all other ſhires perfected, and the regi- 
ments ready to march; therefore haſtened to a 
concluſion, and the laſt acts done in it were 
theſe: The magiſtrates of Glaſgow, that 
had been impriſoned in the duke's abſence, 
were enlarged, and diſcharged, without cen- 
ſure. That woman, ſirnamed Kelty, who 
had thrown ſtones at the duke, was pardon- 
ed. And it being preſſed by ſome of the mem- 
bers, that Argyle's late trafficking through 
the ſhires, and diſpatching major Strachan to 
Cromwell, might be taken notice of, the 
motion was quaſhed; and, inſtead of cen- 
ſure, he was, by a courteous letter. from the 
parliament, invited to come and embrace his 
place of a colonel in the army. 
But the next was worſt of all; for, from 
the beginning of the parliament to this time, 
nothing had been moved concerning the mar- 
uis of Huntley, notwithſtanding his friends 
did frequently importune the duke concern- 
ing him; and ſo it was concluded, that his 
deferring of it was to make his enlargement 
the laſt a& of parliament, knowing how ac- 
ceptable it would be to all true royaliſts, that 
the nobleman who had been kept ſo 5 
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cloſe in a ſtinking jail, ſhould now recover his 
liberty: But all that was determined anent 
bim was, that his priſon ſhould be changed 
from the toIbooth to the caſtle, whereby he 
might have a more wholeſome air: This 
was very hardly conſtructed, that now, when, 
in the abſence of the marquis of Argyle, 
and his adherents, the duke had ſuch a power 
in the houſe, that he might do what he pleaſ- 
, ed, rhe foreſaid nobleman had found no more 


favour; and indeed men could not ſee what 


other deſign there could be in it, but to gra- 
tify the Argilian faction, by continuing him 


under reſtraint; that when they ſhould reco- 


ver their power again, they might cut off his 
head, which, at length, came to paſs. 


Upon Saturday, June tenth, the parlia- 
ment roſe, having firſt appointed the next 
parliament to meet in March 1650, and alſo 


having appointed a grand committee to rule 


in the mean time, with ample power in all 


"emergents; as alſo, pro re nata, to call a 
parliament before the appointed diet; nine 
of the commirtee to make a quorum at home, 


and ſeven with the army; and, in matters 


_ of moment, the two committees to corre- 


Fpond. In relation to this model of the com- 
mittee of eſtates, one thing was remarked by 


thoſe who were poſſeſſed with prejudice a- 


gainſt the duke; and it was, that his grace 
would needs have the marquis of Argyle, and 
his adherents, nominated members of the com- 
mittee, notwithſtanding they had openly de- 


- Terted the parliament, and were actually em- 


ployed 
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yed in ſtirring up diſobedience. thereto. 


his, with many former things, was the oc- 


caſion that now, at the cloſe of the parlia- 


ment, the jealouſy which royaliſts had of the 


duke, began to increaſe, and grow more uni- 


verſal, than at the firſt ſitting down thereof. 
Nevertheleſs, the noblemen, and- others in 
office, haſtened home, to bring forth their 
regiments, that againſt the end of that month, 
the army might be drawn to the ſouth borders. 

And by this time the earl of Callender and 


Middleton, with their forces, were gotten as 


far as Paiſley, and having appointed A, ren- 
dezvous of their 

Turner's and Urry's, at Stewarton, n on the 
twelfth of June, they were . 

that a great multitude were already in arms 
againſt them at Mauchlin; whereupon Middle- 
ton and Urry were ſent thither with fix troops 


of horle, to require them to disband, and give 


obedience to the king and parliament. The 


reaſon why they carried with them no greater 


forces, was becauſe the earls of Glencairn and 
Eglinton, having come to ſalute the earlof Cal- 
lender, aſſured him, that their number was 
not conſiderable; yet, notwithſtanding what 
thoſe earls had ſaid, Middleton found them 
2000 foot, and vo horſe; and thereupon 
poſted a meſſenger away preſently for more 
forces to be ſent him. 
The chief commanders of the weſtern peo- 
ple, were ſome miniſters, viz. Mr. Wilham 
Adair, Mr. William Guthry, Mr. Gabriel 
3 and Mr. John N . old Cant's 
| A and: 
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nephew. They parlied with Middleton, and 
would needs fight it, and ſo would their miſled 
people, eſpecially 600 of duke Hamilton's 
mien of Evandale and Leſmahago, who, having 
| _ riſen at his very elbow, and at the time when 
be was at Hamilton, were moſt violent of any. 
Ihe fight laſted not long; Middleton, in an 
inſtant, put them all to the rout, eighty of 
them being killed upon the place, the reſt 
were taken priſoners, except a very few that 
eſcaped by flight. The priſoners were all 
et at liberty, without any hazard of ſuffer- 
ing, except three ſoldiers of fortune, whom 
a council of war condemned to die, yet were | 
thoſe alſo, at the requeſt of ſome ladies, par- 
doned; and ſo no execution followed upon 
the victory, which had not been the cuſtom 
in former times, when any that fought for the 
king happened to fall into the enemy's hands. 
Shortly after that victory, came intelligence, 
that Lambert, with 2000 horſe, had come as 
far as Carliſle, but ſince he heard of the de- 
feat his friends had gotten at Mauchlin, was 
retired ſouthward again. This gave many 
g occaſion to talk of major Strachan's meſſage 
to Cromwell, although the duke lighted it, 
and to conjecture that Lambert's coming 
northward, was to have joined them, if the 
defeat had not intervened; which was the 
3 more probable, in regard the marquis of Ar- 
gyle had cauſed Ardkinglas to draw his re- 
| ' _ giment, againſt that time, to Down in Mon- 
|* reith, whereby, if that fight in the weſt had 
| - proſpered, they might preſently have m_ 
| | 8 Yb 
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ſed themſelves of the town and bridge of Stir- 
ling, which the parliament had no ways ſecur- 

ed, and fo by making that paſs ſecure, the peo- 
ple of Fife might have had a ſafe and eaſy 
march towards them. However, let the plot 
be what it: would, Middleton's victory diſap- 
pointed it; whereupon the gentry in the weſt 
entered into ſtrict bonds ro obey the act for 
putting forth their levies, but neither did they 
afterwards perform the ſame, nor were they 
eg by the committee of eſtates for de- 
ficiency. So matters were carried. The 
weſt being quieted, the earl of Callender, 
Middleton, and the reſt, drew their forces 
ſouthward, to join the army, which by that 
time was got together near the borders. 
Upon I e July eighth, the Scots 
army marched forward to En pong , and next 
day had the town of Carlif e delivered to 
them, where Sir William nen ve of Welſt- 
x on ah was made governor under the earl of 
allender; and Berwick being ſhortly after 
delivered up alſo, Lodovick Leſley was ap- 
pointed governor” thereof under duke Ha- 
milton. Major-general George Monro had 
arrived by this time from Ireland, with 2000 
- foot, and 1000 horſe, and went ſtraight after 
the army to England. , 

Upon July twelfth, the general aſſembly 
met at Edinburgh, and Mr. George Gilleſpie 
was elected moderator. It was now expected, 
when there was an army on foot, unto which 


they had been bold to make ſuch — 


— 
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they ſhould have behaved very moderately: 
Let never had any aſſembly carried ſo highly 
and arbitrarily, as this did. Their firſt bruſh 
was with the committee of eſtates, and it was 
upon this occaſion. A committee havin 
been nominated: b 7 the aſſembly, to revite 
the proceedings of the late commiſſion, and 
being ready, upon Monday the ſeventeenth, 
to make their report; in che mean time there 
came from the committee of eſtates, the earl 
of Glencairn, Sir James Carmichael treaſurer- 
deputy, and Archibald Sydeſerf bailie of E- 
dinburgh, and deſired, that before the af 
ſembly ſhould proceed to approve the late 
commiſſion, the committee of the eſtates 
might firſt be heard, Some honeſt men in the 
ably, who looked no farther than appear- 
ance, expected there ſhould have been a de- 
bate in earneſt; but more intelligent royaliſts 
took it only for an amuſement, to hide the 


©. collufion which was among the great ones on 


both fides. However, the aſſembly granted 
their deſire, and ſo deferred the buſineſs till 
next morning at ten o'clock, againſt which 
time they undertook to bring in a complaint. 
And returning at that time, upon new pre- 
texts, they craved a farther delay, till four 
o'clock” in the afternoon, which being alſo 
8 they did at that diet appear; and 

„ Without any the leaſt debate, paſſed 


ily from N any accuſation; which, 
tho? it rized the ſimpler fort, was no o- 
ther ee men, who uſed to fludy their ways, 


looked for at their hands. So the commiſ- 
ſion 
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ſion of the preceding aſſembly was approved 
with triumph. And then a declaration was 
framed, and put forth by the afſembly, a- 
gainſt the army, -proving the ſinfulneſs an 
unlawfulneſs of the engagement. And tha 
being done, a new commiſſion, conſiſting of 
the ſame perſons, with little alteratidn, was 

eſtabliſhed for that year. 

And leſt that commiſſion ſhould not be able 
to reach all the miniſters whom they meant 
to depoſe; therefore, beſides it, there were 
other three commiſſions appointed, under the 
name of viſitations, whereof one to depoſe 
in the presbyteries of Stirling and Dunblain; 
another for the presbyteries of Dunſe and 

Chirnſide; and the third for Caithneſs and 

Orkney. And, to make all ſure; there was 
an act paſſed in the aſſembly, that if any mi- 
niſter, whom they ſentenced, ſhould after- 
wards uplift or receive any part of his ſti- 
pend, he ſhould, for that crime, be excom- 
municated. As alſo, to the end, thoſe viſi- 
tants might not ſcruple to depoſe ſuch as they 
had a mind to be quit of, whatſoever their a- 
bilities or deſervings were, the aſſembly ſet 
them a copy, by ſilencing two miniſters at 
Edinburgh. viz. Mr. Andrew Ramſay, and 
Mr. William Colvil; who, for their eminence 
in learning, diligence in their calling, and 
ſtrictneſs in their converſation, were orna- 
ments to the church of Scotland. Alſo the 
aſſembly did, at the fame time, open the 

mouth of one John Gillan to preach the go- 
ſpel, though he was but a poor ignorant 
ray” ; plough- 
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| r whoſe greateſt proficiency in 

learning was, that he could read Engliſh. 
And then the aſſembly roſe, with much leſs 
applauſe than any that had formerly been. 

| Towards the end of July, Sir William Fle- 
ming returned from the prince, and having 
brought with him much ammunition, and o- 
ther military furniture for the army, the ſame, 
by the committee's order, was carried to the 
caſtle to be kept there, that they might be 
ſure not to have it at command; that place 
being in the power of General Leſley, who 
diſſembled not his adhering to the other party. 
Againſt Auguſt fifth, Sir William was diſ- 
patched, and with him went the earl of Lau- 
derdale, to invite the prince to come to Scot- 
land, who then with his navy lay in the 
So ſoon as it came to be noiſed, that Lau- 
derdale was embarked, the royaliſts called him 
a ventrous man, who would hazard to go to 
the prince, having been ſo active againſt the 
ng: For they preſumed, that the prince

could not be ignorant, how for the ſpace of 
four years he had reſided: conſtantly at Lon- 
don, fomenting the combination betwixt the 
two parliaments, and never returned until he 
had left the king a cloſe priſoner in Caris- 
brook-caſtle, and until the vote of No Addreſ- 
ſes had paſt againſt him. And they pleaſed 
themſelves with conjectures, what the prince's 
deportment would be to him. But ere long, 
_ contrary to their expectations, news came, 

that the prince made him welcome, and uſed 


him 
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him with familiarity and reſpe& enongh; 
which put them hd ſtand. 2 fl 

And by that time intelligence was brought 
from the army, how at Appleby they had 
fkirmiſhed with Lambert, and therein had the 
advantage: And that thereupon Lambert re- 
'tired ſouthward, and that the Scots army 
followed to Lancaſhire, where the town of 
Preſton was the head-quarters; but that, 
withal, quartered ſo wide, that betwixt the 
van and rear of the army, was thirty- eight 
miles; and that, moreover, they ſuffered not 
George Monro, and his forces, to come up, 
but kept them always behind, to bring for- 

ward the Scots cannon, which in number 
were five. METS | 
The chancellor, the marquis of Argyle, 
the earls of Caſſils and Eglinton, were all the 
while buſy at home, preparing the people to 
be in a poſture, againſt the ruin or ſurrender- 
ing of the Scots army, whereof they profeſ- 
ſed openly not to doubt. And the certainty 
of their ſtickling in 'the weſt, coming to be 
known by the committee of eſtates at Edin- 
dinburgh, they concluded a preſent levy of 
three regiments of horſe for ſuppreſling them, 
and nominated all the officers h and the 
earl of Lanerk to command them in chief: 
Such was the loyalty of the gentry, whom 
they made rout-maſters, and the forwardneſs 
of the inferior ſort to do ſervice, that thoſe 
three regiments were very ſoon in readineſs. 

- Bur, in the mean time, Cromwell havin 
quieted Wales, came up to Lambert, and,

upon Thurſday, Auguſt ſeventeenth, both 
fell in upon Sir Marmaduke Langdale, and 
his people; who fought it well, but in the 
end were beaten, in regard they were over- 
wered; and alſo their ammunition failed; 


and having ſent. to the duke and earl of 


Callender, for a ſupply of forces and ammu- 
nition, the ſame was refuſed them, upon a 
pretext that it was but a ſkirmiſh, and that 

Langdale's ambition was ſuch, that he meant 
to have the whole glory of the buſineſs. The 
next morning Cromwell and Lambert aſſault- 
the Scots, and made them know it was 
more than a ſkirmiſn; the Scots army never 
came together, being ſo wide quartered, and 
many of the commanders alſo were ſick 
of their laſt night's ſurfeit, which, with o- 
ther negle&s, helped Cromwell to an eaſy 
victory, Major-general Baile; at the. firſt, 
ſurrendered himſelf, and 10,000 foot, priſo- 
ſoners; the reſt of them ſtraggled northwards 
towards Monro: And, for the horſe, the 
duke and Callender, with the reſt of the ge- 
neral officers (except Middleton, who made 
the beſt defence of any, and was taken upon 
the place) and 3ooo horſe fled together in 
a body; while the reſt marched away in ſinall 
parties; and ſo many of them as got off, join- 
ed themſelves to George Monro, who having 
always kept behind, eſcaped this ſcouring. 
Shortly after, the duke, with the other general 

officers in his company, and all their body of 
horſe, were taken priſoners; only the earl 
of Callender, diſguiſing himſelf, eſcaped, and 
Abr went 
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went over to Holland. So that army, which 
was one of the greateſt and beſt furniſhed 
that ever Scotland ſent forth, having been a 
year-in preparing, was ruined in an inſtant; 
. which created the leſs aſtoniſhment at home, 
in regard that obferving men (who had given 
themſelves time to think, and remark the 
management of buſineſs, ſince the firſt mo- 
tion of a levy) expected no better would 
come of it. . ee ee 

However, the firſt conſequence of it with- 
in Scotland was, that upon the knowledge 
thereof, the weſtlanders began to ſtir: For 
a number of the earl of Eglinton's people 
drew together, under the command of Ro- 
bert Montgomery his ſon, and fell upon a 
troop of Lanerk's, quartered in thoſe bounds, WW 
and killed ſome, and routed the reſt: The 
report whereof coming to the committee offe- 
| ſtates at Edinburgh, it was reſolved prefently 
to call forth all the fenciblemen in the kingdom, 
for ſuppreſſing the weſtern inſurrection. And, 
for a general to command them, it being much f 
debated in the committee, Crawfurd-Lind- 
ſay preſident thereof, propoſed Lanerk; and 
all the Hamiltonian faction, except the earl 
of Roxburgh, were for him; but others op- 
poſed it to their utmoſt, and inclined to the 
earl of Marſhall. But the queſtion being put 
to the vote, the earl of Lanerk, by the plu- 
rality, carried the employment, being ſo forh 
to have miſſed it, that he voted for himſelf, 
which is not very ordinary. And he being 


m 
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made general, all men expected he ſhould 
have marched to the weſt, to ſuppreſs that 
inſurrection, which might eaſily have been 

done, in regard none were as yet in arms, 


but thoſe men of Eglinton's, commanded by 


. colonel Robert; and that Lanerk had in rea- 


dineſs thoſe three regiments of horſe, which 
had been levied — — the defeat; beſides 
many others that hourly joined him.

Amongſt all that headed this inſurrection, c 
there was none ſo generally abhorred as Lou- g 


doun the chancellor, not only in regard of his 


ingratitude to the king (who, in the year a 
1641. raiſed him from the rank of a lord, to IF & 
the title of earl, and preferred him to be 
8 high- 
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high-· chancellor; and farther, gave him the 
yearly penſion of 1000 1. Sterling, and alſo 
the beſt part of the whole annuities through- 
out the kingdom; but much more becauſe of 
his late treachery to his majeſty, who having, 
at the Iſle of Wight, been a prime inſtrument 
in perſuading him to refuſe treating with the 
_ parliament of England, and to caſt himſelf 
upon the Scots; and that now, when by fo 
doing, his majeſty could hope for no favour 
from the Engliſh, he did then fall from the 
aſſurance then given by him and the other 
commiſſioners to his majeſty, and, inſtead of 
aſliſting the army, raiſed in reference there- 
to, did now, after the ſame had got a defeat 
by ſtrangers, head a lawleſs multitude, to 
oppole and cut off the remainder thereof. 
| However, the weſtlanders advanced 0. 
wards Edinburgh, unto whom went Sir James | 
| Lockhart of Lee, and Sir Adam Hepburn of 
Humbie, two dependents on the Hamiltons, 
and on that account great committee men, to 
meet with them, 74 to draw on a treaty be- 
twixt Lanerk the new general, and them. 

As alſo when they drew nigh to the city, 
ſome of the magiſtrates and miniſters thereof, 
went out to welcome them, and conducted 
them towards the town, where the gates were 
caſt open, and they received with joy: Where- 
upon Crawfurd and Glencairn, who till then 
had ſtaid in Holyroodhouſe, waiting for Lee's . 
and Humbie's return, did remoye, and go 
louthward to the general. 
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Buy this time the marquis of Argyle, having 
levied the few men of his country, which 
then were extant, the moſt thereof having 
been deſtroyed by Montroſe and Macdonald, 
came forward; and, on his way, wrote to 
the gentry of Lenox and Stirling hire, to at- 
tend and rendezvous near Dumbarton, upon 
the eighth day of September. And yet when 
the day was come, his numbers were ſmall, 
amounting in the whole but to 600 foot and 
100 horſe, whereof only 300 were his own; 

the remnant being country-people of Lenox 
and the weſt end of Stirling- thire, who joined 
him, to eſchew being plundered. After his 
rendezvous, the marquis marched eaſtward, 
and, upon September eleventh quartered his 
men at Gargunnock. | 
(AM "Before this time, Monro, with his army, ind 
many more, who having eſcaped at Preſton, 
had joined him, was returned to the borders, 
and united with: Lanerk, and acknowledged 
him for their general.

- defley, with 1000 Engliſh horſe, who, ſince 


the defeat, had kept together in a body, came

ceed in his trial: Their commiſſion was dated 


January ſecond, and was to endure until Fe- 


bruary ſecond, by which time, it was expect - 
ed he would be diſpatched; and therefore 
they deſired farther inſtructions how they 
ſhould behave themſelves in the buſineſs. - 
The parliament. drew up divers inſtructi- 
ons, and ſent them; among which there were 
two moſt material and home to the point.

Yet, upon the twenty-ſe- 
venth day of January, was he ſentenced by 
them, to be upon Tueſday, January the 
thirtieth, beheaded before the gate of White. 
hall; which was accordingly performed: 
And, being dead, his faithful couſin, James 
duke of Lenox had the permiſſion to conve: 
his royal body to Windſor chapel, where it 
was interred. „ | 

So ended the beſt of princes, being cut 
off in the midſt of his age, by the barbarous 
hands of unnatural ſubjects.
